\vhen Ast ANGBHS vr??.s set up after the French collapge in the Summer of 
194c, DERliBACH wr.s called from OSLO to hecome Lei ter In that 

position he organized III-F activities in the subordinate region (Brittany, 
Anjou and l:3orma.ndy West of the Seine) and ^?chieved considerable success 
in combatting Allied intelligence (particularly that of the British and 
GAULLE) . 

In February 1943, three months after the occupation of unoccupied 
France, Ast.LYQE was established to cover this new area, BEHEBACH was 
transferred to LYON to become not only A^'fLeiter III-F but also Leiter 
III-F for all Southern France# 

When CAI.Aa':IS wffi-.s diaxtissod in I^^bruary 1944 thi to ar^v^t ‘Sibsorp*^ 

ticn by the aSHA., nut no.i^t III-^F peraonnel in France into .Abw KomnBuAdos, 
lelt Tru'^-^s and Truops. LEHNBACH was put in charge of Abw Leit Trupp 351, 
the successor of III-F Southern France, v.diich; carried on the letter’s 
activities vdth virtually unchanged personnel. 

At tho time of the German withdrawal from Southern France in August 
19 Abw Leit Trupp 351 was sent to Lorraine* In September it received ’ 
adc.itioncal uersonnei and was converted into FAK 313, with BERfEBACH still 
in command. The operations of this FAK against the Allied Intelligence, 
Services vrere very ambitioxis and extensive (m coj^ared to. other FAK’S). 
B^ENBACH remained CO until 11 Mar U5, when he was arrested and court 
Htartialled on apurtous charges-* 

The Various annexes of this renort provide a detailed account of the 
organizations vrith v^hich BEEHBACH was most closely connected, and of their 
relations with other agencies such as the SB, combat units, higher intelli- 
gence HQs, etc* The methods -and scf^pe of operations are described, as are 
those cases involving foreign intelligence services which directly or in- 
directly Crone to subject’s attention* 

COMMENTS ANB REC0M?4ENBATI0NS 

After some hesitation BEEBBACH a.nsv;ered questions freely. His infor- 
mation is considered reliable, although he fails to recall the names, of a 
nuraber of agents c An attempt to contact some of his immediate associates 
in order to complete the picture was not successful. 
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A final report will be issued on DEMBACH which vdll describe his 
ctivities as ill-E OSLO and supply administrative details*

A(jjninistratively Ast .'AGBRS came under the jurisdiction of . 
District 3 HQ, while operationally it v'as responsible to Alst P^iHlS 
and Abw EQ, 3DELIF . 

All counterintelligence operations in District B were con- 
trolled directly by III-F -dCGLES because the tv-ro Lests of Ast 
A>;GSRS (BH3ST and ILli.'TSS) had no III-F section, although in 19^ 
a IIT-F Eilfs Off ’-ms assigned to 3HBST temporarily and the CO of 
. est KA TES backed uid III-F activities to a certain degree. 

III-F AKGSKS v^as divided into three sections; x’egistry, card 
index, and evaluation. 'echanical facilities, such as telephone, 
teletype, end telegraph, were supplied by- the Ast. In the course 
of time, I'.'TT’s were established in the follovdng -Dlaces: AHGSRS (l-2) 

LA 3AULL, HASTES (2-3), TOUES, QUIIPER, H?E*rES, ST ALO-DIHABD , 

LE I'AHS, ^APJS, CKATE;JJBRIxA?D, and BREST. 

2. FUFCTIOHS 

The general missions assigned to III-F were as folloT^rs: 

a. Discovery and identification of enemy intelligence in District B, 

b. Discovery and identification of enemy intelligence in unoccuoied 
France and Switwerland. 

c. Uncovering of the former French Intelligence Service. 

d. Penetration of enemy intelligence by single and double agents. 

e. Dispatch of agents to England. 

f. Discovery of munitions depots. 

In the beginning the executive power was in the hands of the 
GFP Gruppe subordinate to the Ast. But in June 1942 the SD vra,s 
given this executive power, leaving the GFP with morcly a police 
role. Under the authority of the iacht und Hebei Erlass, vdiich 
permitted the SD to send to Germany all persons whoE it deemed of 
interest to the EShy., 1200 suspects were removed. In many instances 
this meant for III-F that contacts ' with enemy intelligence were 
broken, cases could neither bo pursued nor closed, and the useful- 
ness of any remaining agent connocted v'ith the. one taicen by the 
SD would be destroyed, because silence from the latter vrould cause 
the enemy to become suspicious of all members of tho oocration 
involved.

In /lut\amn I9U1 pn Individual was rpurehended crossing the 
lino of demarcation near TOURS. He claimed to he a French Lt 
Col in the Reserve. He carried several sets of identity papers, 
all vrith different names hut the same picture. /0-So he was 
possessed of about 140,000 French francs. He stated that he was 
n delegate of the FICEY government to the Polish Red Cross in 
France, He he.d to make a clandestine line crossing "because of 
the excessive sum of money.; wh?. ch he wa,s taking to his mistress 
in PARIS. III-F could find no evidence of espionage activity, 
and not being interested in prosecuting him for false papers 
and illegal entry, III-F secured the consent of Alst PARIS to 
turn him over to the VICKY government. Later the latter sent 
an apology to Alst PARIS. 

Throughout subject's t^ur of duty, enemy airmen shot down 
over occupied territory were being escorted to the Spanish border 
for eventual repatriation through Gibraltar. VAjyiaenner vrere placed 
on southbound trains to catch the evaders and their escorts. Six 
or eight elrmon v/ere thus arrested, and in each case the escort 
was either Belgian or Dutch, therefore the arrestees v/ere sent 
to Ast BRUSSSLS or Ast HilGUE for action. 

By February I9I43, movements for Free Germany and Free Austria 
had not yet become manifest in France. ^ 

bf Breton Autono po uB -Movement 

This movement wos sponsored before and., during the wa.r by Abw 
II, III-F AUGERS contacted it for the purpose of recruiting a.gents» 
A man named FOHELLE, living under German nrotection, was the re- 
presentative dealt with. He agreed to establish an agent net and 
asked for a monthly salary of 100,000 francs. He also, stated that 
he vras the only member of the movement with whom III-F could 
negotiate. After seme hesitation, his terras vrere accepted, but 
vdthin a month the man was dismissed when it vk^b discovered that 
he vras not recruiting agents but using the money for his personal 
affairs. Ho further attempt was made to procure a.gents from the 
movement because it degenerated into a mass of smell quarreling 
factions and exhibited extreme undepenclability. Also it was sus- 
pected that vr-rious members were working for enemy intelligence., 
La.ter the sponsorship of the movement was transferred from Abw II 
to Dr BEST of the SD. 

c. Captured Explosives Dumps 

In the first half of 19^ III-F captured three explosives 
dumps, outside of LE i*iAHS , TOURS and HEMES. The LE MAHS dun^i 
was discovered through the interrogation of an agent caught 
while cpnimltting railway sabotage. The TOURS dump vras discovered 
by a V-man, .and it had not as yet been used. Both of these duri5)S 
were supplied v'ith e^losives hidden by the French array upon 
demobilisation. 



The EEMES dump wa.s established by de GAULLE agents from 
England. SPECK of t3C HEMES had discovered a group of agents with 
tw3> transmitters. He occupied the apartments in which they were 
found and waited for other members of the group. One ni^t an 
individual entered, vrho claimed to bo a Canadian officer. Hovrever, 
he tuoned^out to be a Frenchm,an. Ko had a suito.se filled with 
money, ±e,lz& identity papers, a secret camera, secret ink, aerial 
photographs of ST I^IALO, BREST and other parts of the Breton coast, 
and a poison pill. A submarine had bi'ought him froa Sngipind an<i 
surfaced off ST BHISUC, .which he reached in a rubber boat, Throu^ 
his interrogation the dump outside EEMES was discovered, end it 
was found to contain large quantities of e^losives as well as the 
best and latest sabotage devices. As Alst PARIS v/as already workim 
on other aspects case, the prisoner was sent there for

Throti^h Y-Hann CENNO's otservaticns of clandostine crossings 
of the line of demarcation, it vras knovm that an espionage ring 
existed in SAWIVR, The radio detectors available to III-F at 
this time, May 194l, v/ere not capable of specific localization^ 

They merely registered activity somewhere in SAUMUE# 

V— M^.enner wore directed to determine the exact location, vrhich 
they discovered by noticing a house with on .aorial set up in a 
peculiar manner. The operator wb,s captured with the dode, all 
technical details, and all the messages sent and received thus 
far. Interrogation revealed that he had been recruited in PARIS j 
and that his superiors there communicated with him by messenger* 

The V/T set was in communication with LOIIDOlsT. He claimed ignorance 
of rnything further, rnd his identity papers were authentic. 
Attempts to turn him were futile, although probably it made no 
difference because presumably he was blown by being captured in 
daylight. The operator vms tried in PARIS and sentenced to 
death. It is not knovm if the sentence was carried out, 

V-Mann PERHAUD know of the existence of a transmitter in 
LE MAES, but ho was unable to locate it. A radio detector re- 
veaJLed the approximate location, after which RBENAin), with the 
help of another V-Mann, ALBERT, found the house. Pour persons 
were arrested, and the operator was receiving a message from 
LOHDOE when tho arrest took place. The transmitter was a small 
British sot. Some messages and a code of Biblical quotations 
were found. The operator called himself LUEASD and said he had 
been a ir/T operator in tho French army. He gave the name (probably 
false) of the man v/ho had recruited him in PARIS, A messenger, 
unknown to BTJEAED, was the link with PARIS. BUHAKB^s papers 
bore a stamp vrhich was knovna to be used by the Bariltish, so it . 
vrrs assumed that he crjne from England. Further investigation 
and contradictions in the testimony led to the belief that the 
transmitter vras fed by de GAULLE agents of tho British Intelligence 
thrn-ugh the Beuxieme Bureau. BURAEB refused to be turned and 
was sentenced to death. He told tho executioner that his true 
name was BLOCK and that he vras the son of a lawyer from LYON. 

This case took place in Autumn 1941. 



' In early Summer 19 operator vra^ cought when he para- 
chuted near LA FLECKS vdth his transmitter and code. It was 
impossible to discover the prisoner's a-ccon^jlicos in France or 
the times and call signals for transmission. It v/a.s surmised 
from the effects of the prisoner and the meager results of 
interrogation that another person had jumped vdth him. 

In addition to these cases, transmitters v/ere captured in 
Ai^TGERS, YAIffiSS, LAVAL, and TOURS, melcing a total of l6. The 
transmitters vjhich did not communicate with LOHDOH vrere of little 
interest to III— F. It was noticed in 1942 that the majority 
of transmitters were being operated from the unoccupied zone. 

e. Amtsbruder 



In Januai*y 19 4l an Alsatian named GAESSLER anpeared the 
Feld Kommandantur in HAETES asking for permits to reside and 
work. He aroused some suspicion and vras turned over to III-F 
for investigation. A brief interrogation confirmed the suspicion 
that he was an enemy agent, and when he was accused of this, he 
admitted it a.nd told the follot\ring story. 

Baring the v/a^r he had been a W/T operator in the French Navy, 
After the French collapse he left BREST for England in a subma.rijxe 
with his CO and party. He vras sent to a cemp near LOUDON fCr 
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for French refugees . There trained W/T operators v;ere asked to 
vol;mteer to return to France. A, good nunher volunteered and 
were sent to another place near LONDON vrhero they vrere trained 
in codes and the rnonipulati^^jn of small sets. Dxxring this training 
period they lived in a good hotel in LONDON and were allowed un- 
limited freedom of movementc IF)On the completion of the course 
the volun.teers v/ere sent singly to receive orders for their 
missions from a French Ca.pt FASSY. The latter told GAESSLER 
that he vfas to c.^o to France hy boat with a. French officer^ v/ho 
there vruld give him inform-'^tion to be coded and .transmitted 
to LONDON, He would receive sufficient funds and false, papers 
under the name MARTIN* As a reward he would b*e made an officer. 
(GAESSLBR declcared thr-t he had volunteered to return only in 
order to be a.ble to reach his bride in SCHLETTSTADT, or at least 
communicate vrith her? Later III— F effected a visit to SCHLETTSTADT) # 

In mid-December 19^ GAESSLER v^a.s token with the French officer 
to the beach near PLYliOUTE* GAESSLER did not knovx the true name 
of the officeTf but his cover name wa.s GIRiRD. At the beach 
they boarded a fishing boat which came from an island ca.lled 
De Sein, which landed them near Pointe du Ra.z^. the western ex- 
tremity of Brittanyc The pilot of tho bo£\t took them to an old 
fishing couple near the landing place v/ith vfhom they stayed for 
several days. They then proceeded to NANTES via. QUIMPER b*y bus 
and rail. They evaded the Geman customs inspectors for fear 
that the transmitter bo discovered. In NANTES GIRARD secured a 
billet for GiiESSLER and then left for PARIS, telling GAESSLER 
to open communication with LONDON and report their safe arrival. 

IJhen asked if he w^rre willing to work for the Geraane, GAESSLBR 
replied affirmatively. A V//T playback was possible because GAESSLER 
knevr the times and call signals ^ although only GIRAFD ha.d the 
emergency code. GAESSLBR vms told to perform all. the tasks ordered 
by GIRARD ond to send the messoge to LONDON A.nno\incing their 
arrival. Further he wo,s to report regularly to BUEEVSNICH of 
MK NANTES, The identity of the other occupants of GAESSLBR^ s 
apartment v;as noted. 

About 20 January GAESSLBR reported that GIRARD had returned 
from PARIS and was staying at the house of a civil servant in 
NjiNTBSc Gj\ESSLER had also had communication mth LONSON and 
sent several messa/:cs. That night GIILIDD and the people in 
GAESSLER* s house were arrested and brought to a largo house be- 
longing to Nest NANTES for interrogation. During the arrest 
GIRARD attempted to escape and received a head wound. He could 
not be prevailed upon to give much inf orma.tion, but the other 
arrestees vxere relatively vxillingc GIRARD was revealed as a 
French submarine coirimonder named Comte d*0RVE. Sirxce GAESSLER^s 
house was to be the rendezvous for additional a.gents coming from 
England, it was maintained for four or six weeks by III-F to 
catch them. 



The transmitter wa.s taken to ANGERS and installed in III-F 
rooms. Then a. message v?as sent to LONDON announcing that the 
trans.mitter ha.d been moved. This message v.ras wrded so as to 
appear that it had been written by GIRARD. A later messege 
stated that GIRARD had gone on a trip. 

A short time later LONDON signaled the name of an operator 
v/ho was to arrive in February, and asked what color flag the 
fishing boat would carry, III-F escortained that the flog hod 
been changed on I- February from white to yellow, ond replied to 
LONDON acccrdingly. The German oir force and na.vy vxere then asked 
by III-F to watch for the boot's return trip from Bnglend. On 
17 Februo.ry the fishing boat was picked up by a patrol ship and 
brought to BREST. Unf ortxuiotcly the navy had locked the crew 
ond the operator vxithout a gua.rd and the transmitter vxas 
found broken. They identified the operator by his flattened 
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trrnsmitting finger and addrossed him hy his name* The crew of 
the fishing boat roverled that they had made tvm> trips before, 
one with GASSSLEE and the other in October or Kovemher 19^. 

This meant that there was a. W/T agent operating freely somewhere 
in Britta.ny. 



Another W/T message from LOKDOK advised thp.t the fishing 
"boat was to pick up a Dutchman (name forgotten) at the house near 
Pointe du Ra.z where GAESSLBR and d'OHTEl had spent the first fev/ 
daysc That night the house vras entered and the Dutchman, the 
fisherman, his\rife, their son, and daughtor-in-law vrere arrested. 

In the house were' found British canned food, espionage material 
and two zinc containers for tronsmitterSa Ono of them was GAiSSSLER^s 
and the other belonged to the agent who had arrived before him. 

The captured material revealed tha.t there v/a.s an alternate landing 
place at DOUAElISNEZ, but this was not known to LOKDOU and there- 
fore considered- harmless g The Germans occupied the house, await- 
ing any further mombors of the ring. 



At the next transmission period LONDON wo.s informed that the 
boat bringing the operator had not yet arrived and asked when 
it could be expected. The reply stated that the boa.t had left at 
the appointed time, but had been picked up by the German navy and 
vras nov^ in BREST. Obviously LONDON had received this information 
from the unapprehonded operator vrho had arrived the previous Autumn. 



III-F moved the transmitter again and advised LONDON the.t this 
had been done in order to avoid arrest and house search by the 
Germans. Messages wore sent regularly to LONDON containing de- 
ception material supplied by III-D Alst PARIS vrith the approval 
of. the General Staff. 

At the. end of March a messa.ge was sent to LONDON saying that 
Gl'PJ^Bh had discovered a net of German agents extending from PARIS 
to Normandy and Brittany, To give credibility to this story, 

III-F sent deceptive material pertaining to the area through 
which GIRARD would hOvVe traveled to discover such a net. The 
deception material used v/as exclusively military information. . 

A few weeks later LONDON advised that in recognition of their 
excellent work d»ORVE v/rs promoted to Korv Kptn and GASSSLER to Fw* 

In the meantime, the Dutchman had given an account of him- 
self, Through the arrangements of PASSY he had come to PARIS 
by way of Spain and the unoccupied zone in August 19^.- His 
mission was preparatory for that of GIRilRD, namely to ascertain 
conditions in France, particularly sources of money, and to 
determine who would be vrilling to work for the Allies. During 
his stay in PARIS he was given financial assistance by his 
brother, vrho had a, business there, without the latter^ s susperct’^ 
ing the nature of his work. In January the Dutchman had met 
GIRARD in PARIS, according to a rendezvous made before the 
Dutchman had left England the previous summer. GIRARD had told 
him to go to the fishing couple and stay with them until called 
for by the boat. The Dutchman had been embarrassed frequently 
by lack of money. The only means of communiw vtion with LONDON 
v^as by letter through the unoccupied zone and Spain. A secret 
ink known a.s bird ink hod been recommended for this. It is 
believed that the Dutchman ^id not write vrhilu ho was in France. 



Another message from LONDON stated that signals were no longer 
being received from n. certain BAELJER. This '-as undoubtedly the 
first agent brought by the fishing boat. Pr< .umably his trans- 
mitter had become defective. Soon after, BAELIER Mmself arrived 
at the British agent house in NANTES, where he \<^ras a.r rested iuF— 
mediately. He had little to tell that was not fcrivrwn o?lready. 

He had landed the previous autumn near Pointe du Eaz, having been 
brought by fishing boat from England, Ke had stayed w’ith a 
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fishin.x Couple ne^^r'by, where he had removed his transmitter from 
its 2 iinc container, leaving the latter with the fishing couple. 

He had then proceeded to NIOBT and commenced transmission. By 
p rearrangement ho had met GIKAED in PARIS in Janua.ry. In March 
the transmitter had hecome defective and he had decided to come 
to the address in jJANISS which GIRARD had given him. He had 
hidden the transmitter 'a:::*.d would not reveal its location. It 
was presumed to he in NIORT. He would say nothing about messages 
sent to and received from LOKDOK* On the whole, he wo\ad confess 
only those things which he saw were already knoiiTn. 

In June 19 4l when Germany ' invpded Russia, GIRARD was ordered 
to . return to LONDON. The^ instructions included a passv/ord and a 
rendezvous at CONGARNRAU, from where he would he taken to a hoat* 
V-^Mann RUDOLP vras sent to CONGARNEAU, v/here ho arrested the agent 
vrho was to meet GIRARD and found another transmitter. Apparently 
this operator had notified LONDON that a messenger had arrived 
from GIRARD, .because GAESSLER was then asked by LONDON for 
elucidation of the. matter. A tranquiiizing reply vras sent. 

LOIDDON then asked GIRARD for his exact time of departure as he 
was to be picked up by a submerineo G^IESSLER answered that 
GIRARD was off on a trip for two or three vreeks looking for more 
money sources ^nd organizing a network in the unoccupied zone. 

Three weeks later GASSSLER reported that GIRiiRD had not yet 
returned and -thot he, GASSSLER, was running out of funds. 

LONDON told him to avrait the 'return of GIRARD who had probably 
been delo.yed, r*nd get money frora him* A vreek later GAESSLER 
r^perted that he had no more money and v/as promised some im- 
mediately. Then from July to November he received money hidden 
in a book, which was addressed to I'iARTIN, c/o Postmaster ANGERS. 
Each payment vras 10,000 ffancs. The transmission of the money 
indicated that there wa.s another transmitter around, but it was 
hssumed that it had no other connection v/ith the GIRARD net. 
Nothing v^as ever ascertained about itj although later it was 
believed to belong t6 the Atlantik Chef neti 

Another message ffom LONDON revealed the existence of a person 
named JEAN v/ho was to go into the unoccupied zone. Ke was un- 
knovn to GASSSLER and never apprehended. Perha.pS it v/as a feint 
on the part of the British. Since August there had been some— ‘ 
thing not quite right about the communication vrith LONDON. 

An ijiiportant agent had escaped from Alst PARIS vrho might have 
had some connection with the GIR*‘IRD group and revealed the play- 
back to LONDON. 



At the beginning of September GAESSLER v/as ordered to go to 
r^iARSSILLE where he woiXld be contacted on the Cannebiere. He 
was. told to cross the line of demarcation at a certain point near 
POITIERS, from v/hich it v/as assumed that enemy intelligence wa.8 
well orgr^nized in the unoccupied zone. However, III-F decided 
that the playback had been discovered and could be exploited no 
further. GAESSLER v/as told to notify LOIGDON that he x-ras going 
to his brother in SCHLETTSTADT and gave en address in ANGERS 
where he v/ould hide the transmitter. Actually he v/as retained 
for a vrhile in ANGERS as a V— Mann. Then he v/as found to be 
undependable and sent to work in a hotel in VIENNA under the 
supervision of Ast VIEKNA» Later he was reported to have Joined 
the ¥affen SS and fought on the Russian front. 



f. umsium 

In the Summer of 1941 a. suspect named LANDSMAITN vfos arrested 
at the line of demarcation near M)NTBAZ0N, south of TOURS. His 
contained a small British transmitter v/hich was assumed 
by the border police to be a sabotage device. Ke v/as sent to 
AI'iGERS for interrogation. 
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L'USroSM/Jsra was Fleirish ty birth and had been a V?/T operator 
for the French merchant marine » After the armistice, his ship 
went to LOKDON and LAl^DSIvIANK was sent to the French refugee camp 
near LONDON. There he was approached and volunteered to. go to 
France as a W/T operator with v. French officer, Ke wa.s sent to 
another place for training (from the description apparently not 
the one to which GASS SLEB.- was sent) and then was token to PASSY 
to receive his assignments He and the French officer, Maurice 
DUCLOS, v/ere parachuted near PAU in the unoccupied zone A On 
landing DUCLOS fractured his leg and was arrested by the French 
gendarmerie. He was released shortly and vrent to live vdth a 
physician antside of PAU. He told LANDSIjAITN to go to his brother 
in the Place Vendomo in PARIS to receive instructions. 

LANDSMAHN was turned by III-F and offered to discover and 
identify the whole net. Unfortunately a U/T playba,ck wrs im- 
possible because the transmitter had a defective tube and DUCLOS 
had the regular covde, LANDSf-'IANN having only the emergency code,, 
the use of which was the signal to LONDON that the transmission 
v»as being controlled by the Germans, L.ANDSMANN was allowed to 
keep the money given him by the British in addition to receiving 
a monthly salary from III-F, with the promise of a bonus for suc- 
cess. To avoid suspicion ho continued to get the food coupons, 
stalled by the British. These v.rere supplemented by coupons 
given him by III-F.- 

LANDSivim was instcolled in PARIS with BUSE'TBNICH of MK NANTES.. ' 

He cont.acted DUCLOS' brother in his store in the Place Vendome, 
and told him, on instructions from Ill-Ii that he had been searched 
vrithout result at the line of demarcation, and that he had entered 
the occupied zone because his papers were good there. Also he 
woxild recross the line ^nly if it could be accon^ilished clandestinely, 

DUCLOS* brother told LANDShiANN that he would procure a nev/ 
tube for the transmitter from his branch store in MARSEILLE. It 
took a long time for the tube to arrive, which vras favorable for 
III-F because during the interval LAjNDShiANN vaas able to meet a 
large niimber of the agents in the group, including one person, 
who had s^me sOrt of connection involving armaments with the 
German administrative staff in PARIS. I'Jhen this individual W8.s 
arrested he was found to possess permits to enter factories 
producing secret items. LAKDSI-ANN was given the job of finding 
three locations from v;hich to transmit to LONDON. The intention 
was to move from one location to another after each tramsmissioh 
in order to minimize the chances of detection. LANDSflANN received 

regular installments of money and food coupons from DUCLOS' brother.. 

^ ■ 

In September 194l DUCLOS himself arrived in PARIS, bringing 
the tube with hiiOr He lived with a friend who was his close 
collaborator as vrell as being enployed in his brother's business. 

The first message was sent to LONDON by LANDSMANN, but it was 
given to him in the regular code, to which he did not have the 
key. In view of the impossibility of determining the contents of 
the W/T messages, III-F decided to close the ca.se. A mass arrest 
was made, netting U 5 — 50 persons, DUCLOS and his friend escaped 
into the unoccupied zone and were never encountered, again. 

On the day of the orrest LANDSfelNN was allcvred to flee so that 
he could discover other members of the ring. One of the agents 
not arrested immediately gave him the address of a photographer 
in SAUI'-iUR. This man was arrested and it v/as discovered that he 
was the letter box for the transmitter which previously had been 
captured in SAUlfJR. Both in SAUKUE auid in PARIS valuable materials 
and large amounts of money were captured v;ith the agents,- An 
evf^luation of the evidence received revealed that the DUCLOS net 
could be regarded as destroyed. 
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LAHDSKAOT testified at the trial as a vdtness for the pro- 
secution. Afterv/ards it vms noted that the large ajnount of money 
he had received had rendered him vinstahlo and \infit for III-F 
work. With his vrife, whom h,e had married recently, he was re- 
turned to Belgium under the surveillance of Ast BRUSSELS, 

6* Atl^ntik Chef 

In Sentemter 19U1 several Y-Maenner of III-F AKGSES and its 
MK’s 'becpJTie aw^ro of espf.onrge i-'ing in Brittany equipped vrith 
transnii t ters , The S.CKARIHICilST and the GNEIoEKAU were hein^ 
horobed constantly ^^nd 'accurately in spite of fog, camouflage, and 
charxf:ing locations « At iho end oi the month Y^Mann Y 3 AUSS dis- 
covered a transmitter in BESoT 0 , During the capture the operator 
escaped, hut his pass, transmitter, call signeal and coded messages 
x^rere chtained^ As there was no key it was assumed tho,t he did 
not decipher himself » 

In October with the aid of Y-Maenner and radio detectors, 
another transmitter vra-s discovered In CARHAIX • This arrest 
was more successful than the one in' BREST; it yielded the operatoi; 
LOUANS, his v;ife, his brother-in-law, and the la.tter* s wife* 

LOUAES received messages in clear from PARIS by a. messenger who 
could not be identified* His call signals were the same es those . 
of the BREST transmitter. It became clear that these tv;o sets 
v/ere part of a larger organization, v/hose disposition was not 
knovm to LOUANS v In transit from CARHiUX, LOUANS* 
sister-in-law suffered an injury which required hospital care. 
Uhile in the x^^ard she maintained contact with the organiza tion. 
This was discovered by intercepted notes and the identification 
of her visitors as agents. However, no arrests were made because 
it was considered premature, III-F*s strategy v/as to make no 
arrests until all members of the ring had been identified. 

LOUANS was interrogated repeatedly. He declared that he ha.d 
not come from England, but had been recruited. in Prance. His 
identity car«^ gave his .occ\:5>atlon as radio specialist# Freedom 
was promised to himself and his x^rife if he x«;ould consent to work 
for the Germans and x*/ere successful in disco^vering the members 
of the organization in QUI^EPER.. which nov v;as knovm to be the 
in Brittany. Finally in January 19^2 LOUANS consented to work 
for the Germans. . 



An escape from the ANGERS prison vras staged, and LOUANS 
dep-rted for qUI^^PER, shadowed by Y-Maenner ROLAND ond PISCH. 

By 16 February LOUANS had uncovered the organization.' During 
the night IS persons were arrested, and the transmitter with all 
equipment and papers seized. The Y-.Maenner also found the 
address of another transmit':;er in PARIS. This information waS' 
relayed iJT.media.tely to Alst PARIS vrith a resulting capture. 

Alst PARIS had parti to,lly discovered the organization but had 
been unable to locate the transmitter, and was about to institute 
a W/T playback v/ith a double agent in order to find it. Prom the 
messages taken in PARIS it vras learned that among the people 
captured in QUB 4 PER was the ”Atlantik Chef** of the British W/T net# 

It was also ciiscovered that the British w®rfr i^xt^amely anMous to" find 
out who ha.d destroyed their other, rings. 



Further exploitation of the case v;as transferred to Alst 
PARIo • LOUANS continued to v^ork for ANGERS for several months 
and v.^as then discho.rged becs.use.of illness. 

h. Dom.ino I and II 



Y-Mann ALBERT of MK TOURS was assigned to the penetration of 
the espionage organization of the Deuxieme Bureau. He and sjti 
assistant FERNAND wore chosen because they wore natives of LE MANS| 
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where FROMEHT, a knovm rgent of the rhove orgrnization, was then 
operoving. iOjBIIRT succeeded in contacting FR0M3NT end was re- 
cruited as an agents 

AIBERT's first mission for the Deuxieme Bureau to report 
the composition of troop ti'ensports passing through LE MANS, . 
their type, strena;th, armament end destination. Since the trains 
on vrhich they moved vore seioriced hy Frenchmen, this information 
wa.s ai.ways availa.hle to anyone, so ALBjSHT wa.s allowed to make 
full reports to FROiviBNT. Soon, hovrever, a railway sabotage 
occurred and III-F arrested four agents of FEOHEIW. Interrogation 
only revealed that they were v/orking for the latter^ they did 
not know from vthom he received his orfi.ers nor the identity of 
his other agents. During the arrest FHOMEFB disappeared, but 
was found again by ALBESI in KANTES, 

FROHEKT then appointed ALBERT courier between NaNTES and 
LIMOGES. MK TOURS aided iUBERT-s passages across the line of 
demarcationfr- He was required to collect information in Brittany 
relative to German Air Force installations, troop dispositions, 
naval craft in Breton ports, and any other informa.tion of a 
military nature that he might findo Deception material for his 
reports was supplied through Alst PARIS by OB \/est and Adin France. 
ALBERT gs.ve his reports to a certain MARCEL, chef of the Deuxieme 
Bureau in LIMOGES. ALBERT discovered that many members of the 
local police force were agents of MARCEL. In November 19^» 

\'7hen the Germans took over unoccupied France, PtiRCEL and his agents 
departed for Africa, It was never possible to ascertain his 
true name. 

It was further discovered by ALBERT that FROi'iENT had turned 
Some of the V-Ma.enner of I-M BREST, among them Helene MURATOEB, 
who had close contact v/ith I-M NANTES, including 'access to secret 
files of agents* missions. Through her information, six agents 
of I— M BREST j^nd NAivTES had been arrested in the unoccupied zone. 
Once in LIMOGES at the Deuxieme Bt-reau ALBERT had been shown her 
picture and asked if he h^'d ever seen her in ilAilTES, to v/hich he 
replied negatively, and then vra.s told that she v;as a Deuxieme 
Bureau agent and the mistress of a German Naval officer in cha.rge 
of espionage. 

The activities of the FEOKENT ring v;ere too harmful to the 
Germans to be aiioxved to continue, so III-F arrested all those 
known, about 15 , half of whom were later released, the rest 
rema-ining in custody. This arrest prevented a VJ/T operation in 
NANTES planned by the Deuxieme Bureau LIMOGES, v?hich could then 
have been exploited by III-P. ALBERT ms arrested with the others 
to preserve his secur.ity with the Deuxieme Bureau, but was 
relcf^sed eftei the trial, ostensibly for lack of incriminating 
evidence; MUPA.TORE was a'iso released in the hope that she would 
lead to the uncovering of more agents, III-F then sent ALBERT 
back to LIMOGES to tell the Deuxieme Bureau about the arrest in 
Brittany. He was now arrested by the Deuxieme Bureau, but re- 
leased after he had convinced them that he was acting in good faith 

In LIMOGES ALBERT met a Russian called YGOR, a V-Mann of Maj 
ESCHIG, III-F Ast ST GERMAIN, and a double agent of the Deuxieme 
Bureau, Through him ALBERT discovered a ring in PARIS, which 
inclu-.ed YGOR* s vmfe. Maj ESCKIG wc,s also implicated beca.use he 
was on. intimate terms with YGOR’ s wife. Further penetration , of 
the organization was deemed uunnecessary r>nd it was destroyed.' 

Maj ESCHIG was releived of his duties and sent to the Russian 
fr'-nt. Among the ' 'documents captured with the PARIS net was a 
well-informed account of Ast ST GERMAIN and Alst PARIS. There 
were also plans for an extensive U/T and courier net in Alsace- 
Lorraine, which w^uld have been controlled from LIMO^S, 
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Before tho Bouxicr.'o Bureau LIMOGES could give ALBEBT another 
mi 8 Sion, tho Gorjn?>.n8 seized the unoccupiQd zone and its activities 
csjne to. D.n ond, 

i. CEAHLES 

CHARLES v;as a V-Meim of MK 1 ANGEBS. Before the war he had 
been a medical student in his native Alsace, He f,-ot into political 
difficulties with the French government and was sent to a ptinitive 
unit in Africa, La.ter he managed to return to France and married 
a \K^mBn from AUGERS* 



In the Su-Dmer of 19 U2 he vras given the job of penetrating the 
de GAULLE intelligence in LONDOE for the purpose of discovering 
the identity of its agents in France hot yet neutralized by the 
Germans, He was to contact the French officer PASSY (who had 
controlled. Amtsbruder a.nd LANDSMAHN) , telling him that he^ 

CHARLES, had been sent by the unapprehended agents for instruction 
and support, and thon he was to ogree to return to France as a 
W/T agent with the request that he be parachuted between AEGBES 
and NAETES. If the plan succeeded he was to report to that effect 
through the BBC with a prearranged message. He vias also to ob- 
serve the result of German air raids and political and. economic 
conditions in LOEBOE, 

Dr SPECK of ME EBEEES was in touch with de GAULLE sympathizers 
in Brittany, One of these was a druggist named BEAUGB from ST 
BRIEUC. At that time this man whs planning to go to England 
with two other pehsonsj but they wefe having difficvilty prochring 
fuel. SPECK managed a meeting between BEAUGE and CHARLES, who 
posed as a member of the GAULLE intelligence ring. CHARLES 
obtained fuel for the boat and they departed for England, In 
case of capture by the German navy* CHARLES v^s to have the 
officer in charge call III-A’F ANGERS immediately. 

The trip was successful and BBC reported CHARLES* arrival, 

SPECK wo-s also told of the arrival by BEAUGE* s family. Nothing 
further was heard until the beginning of 19^3* when an agent of 
REILE, III-F Alst PARIS, returned from England vrith the report 
that CHARLES had been discovered and made a full confession 
under interrogation. He T^as to be sentenced to d.eath, 

j. Wilhelm Toll 

In Summer 1942 an individual ® BUBI was noticed in PARIS 
Spending largo amounts of money. Upon investigation it was 
learned that he was a watchmaker from MORTE. 1 U near the Swiss 
border vrho made his fortune by smuggling v/a.tches from Switzer- 
land intn France, He had a French father and a Rhenish mother. 

It v;as also discovered that he worked for the Swiss Intelligence 
in return for being allowed to smug,-;le the v.'S.tches, He reported 
on the German military situation in France. BUBI agreed to become 
a double agent if tho Germans would not interfere v/lth his smugging* 

His employer in the Swiss Intelligence was a Lt RICKARD station- 
ed at LE LOCLE. The mission given him by III-F ANGERS was to find 
out for v/hom RICHARD worked and the identity of his other agents in 
France. BUBI discovered 12 agents in France, a:.- ong them a certain

Ibe-tyreen the III-F officer at Nest TOULOUSE (first SCK-'SSBACK then ■•lEBSr. 

'von OSTbALREN) and Ma,i CKAidORRO. The latter had been sent by Spanish 
; Intelligence to determine the activities of Spanish Reoublicans in South- 
,eru France. TOULOUSE reported directly to PARIS on the affair, so 
pERNBACH is unaware of the Information gleaned. 



i ^Bety-een February 1943, y-hen Ast LYON was set up after the full 

■occu-oation of France, and August 1943, vrhen Italy rmrroadored to the 
Allies, the^Italian' Intelligence maintained Haj FALENTI at NICE and Capt 
?ASSI at GRENOBLE. Relations v/ith these tv-'O officers wore friendly, al- 
though the Italians yrere reticent in the reports transmitted, y/hereas 
|II-F relayed comprehensively all information oertaining to cases in the 
Italian zone. The two Italians y/ould have no dealings with the SR. The 
^ases usually were not yrorked properly by the Italians, they were allov/ed 
to lapse unWl they could be closed for lack of tactical or strateo'ic 
A^alue. RERNBACH believes that FALENTI and BASSI were following a' Jolicy 
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of gentle sf>>>ote.ge in order to hasten the end of the var. After the 
Italian arriiisticc, VA:.S:;1 I went over to BADOGLIO, and BASSI^re joined his 
uni-t, : An assistant of BASSI , the consular secretary in A]S1^I£:-J.SS3, is 
reported to ha.ve S-.ized all tho Ahv; files avs,ilahle and taken them to- 
S’d tzerland v/here he sold them to an enemy intelligence service. 



h . Belgian Transmitte rs 

In harch-April 1943 three transmitters were d-iscovered Being 
operated By Belgian Intelligence, vfhich had gro’-m stroi^ in he-ute Savoie.. 

It had Been noticed that suspicious persons v.'ere moving in the vicinity 
of GHSKOBLl!: and ^'’OIROK. As this was Italian territory, BASSI was requested 
to grent permission to i. vestigate. ihis he did. .ith the aid of radio 
detectors, a transmitter was located in A ’J/T operator and four 

others were arrested. Code, instructions and f: British ■J/'T set were cap- 
tured. The puerator wes turned after the first interrogation and delivered 
to BASSI. By order of Gen in ROiBl, the playBack vras conducted from 
TUEIi!f. Later BASSI said tha-t an add.itional one wa.s Being worked from 
SUSA. Information from the interrogation led to tho discovery of throe 
persons in LYOf; connected viith the ring, and. tvro trans-dtters in GBE1J0BL3. 
The French police permitted one of the operators to escape, and turned 
the other one over to BASSI. Further aj^lcitation of the case- was done 
through ROI'-iB and 3HJSSSLS .

He identif ied a oout 20 members of the Legion, vdio vrerc arrested and sent 
to Germany. The '.material foiTnd t-vas incriminating, but indicated objectives 
lir'Atcd to assassination, probably because the organization vras in its

Fw FUCHS €■ 3MAPJ3 va.s liK 2 LYON, In August 1943 he was shot to 
death in his room in the Hotel Royal. His tj’pevrrit.er, money, food coupons, 
end German end French identity papers were missing* The investlgatiojis 
of V-Maenner led to the discovery of the missing iterns in the hou^e of a , . 
leading French Communist in LYON. Here several persons m^-ere arrested* 

Their interrogation revealed that the'assassin -was LUKAS C'lUAN, a VnMann 
of FUCES, hut never registered with III-F, LUKAS and his son helonged 
to the Kaquis, Captured 6.ocuments revealed that Fuchs himself ha.d nenetrated 
the Maouis, and discovered that they had plans of the house occupied hy 
Leiter Ili-F for the purpose of dynamiting it, LESEBACE's name -v/as not 
mentioned in the paper. According to, an SD report, LUKAS vras later killed 
during an SB operation in 'YERCORS. 

As to FUCES, it vrrs presumed that, the I-iaquis killed him as a 
1 double agent. Three days a.fter his death, the 3.3C broadcast: ”Le

I ■■'hen Southern Franco wps occvipied, COTONI vrent to Svritzerland, where 
|r-‘2C NICE repeatedly noticed his activities;, hut it proved impossible either 
j to penetrate him or destroy his contacts with the Riviera, It could not 
the determined whether he was vrorking for GIRAUD or de GAULLE. 

After thej Italian amistice in August 1943, COTONI -i-ras reported 
to he in Corsica. After that time nothing of importance wa.s heard of him,

• ' _In October 1943 HECTOR, working for SpRCK AK CL33i-70HT-F'SiSASD , 

Imported that a friend of his from LYON had appyoaehod him to assist in 
building up an espionage ring* This man was knovm as RIQUST. SPECK told 
EACj-OR to play along v/ith RIQUET and to do nothing to a.rouse his suspicions, 
SIQUEi informed niCTOit that other members of the organization ■were in 
LiON and YIenY, and 'that he wa.s going to recruit more on the Riviera. 

I^x December RIQUET said thet a. visitor would come shortly to HECTOR 
vath some items for, safekeeping. Early in January 1944, a Frendiman 
appeared and gave HECTOR 21 quartz crystals and a. radio code, -vrEich the 
letter vras to keep until they were called for. The Frenchman said that 
had. just par.? chuted with a French captain (later identified as DUITGLSR), 
wi^o had injiired himself on landing and v,ras nov proceeding slowly, to LYON, 

The man announced that he had to go to YICHY for further instructions, and 
vrould then return to collect the code and quartzes. This he did, 

I III— F J..Y0N had been informed of the affair and now directed that 

the code he conied in preparation for a nenetration of the U/T mit that 
would he Set up, ESCTOR had identified several members of the ring in ' 
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CL^-^iOST-IIiBRAS’V end LYOK, ^ut none^n^.^CH¥-«o«l.tih£ South because 5iqU3T 
mainteined contacts there personally. I’o arrests wore ~ade at this time. 
HECTOR vas instructed by III-I to keep the confidence of RiqUST and to not 
a-moea-r overcurious as to the extent of the organization and the full scope 
oV its activities. It was hoped that this information would come to HECTOE 
in bits and pieces over a. period of ti.;e. 



Also in January 1944 G-AHTEE, Leiter Ast LYOE', informed III-E that 
TCorv Kptn TJKDEPEE'G € GIBEAHDT, Leiter I LYOE, and Eittm BUCEEOLZ, Leiter 
I III CE, had established connections vdth the GIHriUL Intelligence, BUCHHOLZ 
had been aonroached by Comte de Fa'JCOI'BSEGB, -JEAi'.TET of the ^^ICxiY govern- 
ment, and ESKIOL, who ovmed a bistro in HICE, with the information that 
they vrere in contact with US and British Intelligence in Africa. The 
latter desired it to be knovm that thoir governments were ready to talk 
to responsible German military authorities about a cessation of hostilitiee. 
It was stated expressly that the German Foreign Office and the SB. must be 
excluded from the negotiations, BUCHHOLZ gathered that Gen b'lLSOK and 
1-ir bXUSPBY were the African sponsors. The GIEAUB delegation wanted to ar- 
range through BUCHHOLZ the passage of Allied representatives to France and 
German officers to Africa in order to carry on conversations with higher 
authorities on both sides. 



By the time III-F had 'been infoimied of the ma.tter, EShlOL had al- 
ready installed a transmitter in BUCHHOLZ' villa and opened commuhication 
vdth Africa, and the basis for the peace talks had been determined e.s evao— 
ua.tion of France, including Alsace-Lorraine, and a return to the European 
status quo of August 1939 • Also the affair had been reported to HANSES 
and KEITEL, and the latter had directed that the situation be eiploited, 

III-F LYON expressed its displeasure at havin,.-^ been called in so 
late, especially as a transmitter was involved. It also drevr attention 
to the oddness of the enemy contacting so lovr-ranking an officer as BUCH- 
KOLZ on a matter of the highest policy. Upon the suggestion of III-F, a 
conference was held by EdvSE,.. , DSrNBACK, UNLE3BEEG and BUCHHOLZ, and the 
decision was reached to continue negotiations in order to determine the 
intentions of the enemy. 

The follovring month, February, GAETKE informed BSFABACE that a 
GIRbUB representative had arrived in NICE, as well as a French Lt Col, 

III~F identified the latter as a member of the GIEAUB Intelligence who 
had evaded capture in GESKOBL'E. The former was the French Capt BUNGELES 
who had parachuted four weeks earlier. Thus a connection v/as established 
between the b/x net of EIQUET and the a,rmistice negotiations, now called 
the Nice peace feeler (Friedens Fuehler Nizza) . 



Later in February, KEITEL directed that the matter be' turned over 
to the SB, However, Alst PAEIS objected to this, and a conipromise was 
reached whereby the responsibility was given to SB LYON and the execution 
to^III-P LYON. Br KNAA3 , SB Leiter LYON, to.s briefed on the affair by 
BEBi^A®:, but the latter did not tell him of the El OUST connection or of 
the GIEAUB Lt Col. Ee wanted to make a full penetration of the U/T net 
and was afraid that if the SB knew of it, they wuld arrest the operators 
prematurely. A.nother conference was convened on 20 February, comoosed of 
y^p^SSG, BUCHHOLZ, KNAAB, FAUCOIvIBERGE, J.EAI^TET', ESMIOL and 
BUi:GL':E. OAAB posed as a German army officer from BSELIN. The Frenchmen 
explained that B'UliGLER vras the official spokes.man of GIE.UJB for the oeace 
negotiations. Ee vias an Alsatian industrialist and was to.be made Governor 
Alsace should the matter co.me to a successful conclusion. 



In the meantime, BEPJBACH had ordered nlCEELIEIE?,, i«K NICE, to 
shadow BUNGLE?, and ESi.;I0L. This led to the discovery that BUNiGLE? had 
changed his quarters twice, and the.t the house next to EShlOL contained 
four British transmitters, which were left in place. The next day they 
had eeen removed. The SB was not informed of this investiga.tion.

The ds.jr rfter the conference, KUAi^ armo'unced that he had to arrest 
DUNGLEH. (prestunnhly on orders from Dr Kl^OCr-Ej. , SD Leiter PAEIS) . DhSHBACH 
could not" prevent this, end DUUGLEE was taken to PAHIS ejxd put in charge 
of Stuhaf SCB’IITT, end, according to OAAB, a political penetration opera- 
tion v;as started* 

Further investigatioxii v^ith the aid of iCSinlOL^s call signals and 
the reports of long range ra.dio detectors, revealed that four juessages 
had “boon sent to Africa vithout tho knowledge of BUCHHOLZ* s^us- 

pec ted that enemy intelligonce was aware of his knowledge of the HIQU^T 
net because the code copied by HECTOE was not found in any monitored messages. 
Therefore he arrested the uooplo iden'tified by .r..JjCTOE. in 
and LYON and captured tv/o or three transmitters. The 21 quartz crystals 
wore not recovered* But it v/a.s ostaFlishod that LUNGLiiPv had brought the 
transmitter in BUCHHOLZ' villa from LYON, 

FAUCOiylBEEGS, LSMIOL, JSAivIET and the GIHAUI* Lt Col were not ar-^ 
rested. They vrcrc kept under surveillance in the hope that they would 
lead to further members of the organization, and especially to the four 
transmitters that ha-d disappeared in NICE^ However, nothing came to light 
August 1944 , and the withdr.^-wal prevented any future cla.rif ication.

In October 1943 a V-hann reported to Alst PAHIS that some enemy 
intelligence service v/ns avttempting to obtain the telet^/ipc code used by 
a Luftwaffe Signal unit stationed near LYON. The report vras sent to 
III-F LYON for action. The unit ves identified and its CO called in for 
consultr tion. It was decided to keep special vratch over the code^ subject 
all personnel to a daily personal inspection, and replace the monthly 
lecture on espionage with one on treason and its consequences. 

At the beginning of Bocc7/)ber 1943, the Luftv/affo CO came to LYON 
bringing one of his opera,tors called hIC*^LTlY, Under interrogation 
by III— this man confessed that he was employed by some enemy organization 
to obtain secret material from the Luftwaffe, for which he was offered 
large sums of money. Two Eussians employed by the unit were his accojimlices-. 
“As records revealed that ho had a previous conviction for which he had 
not boon uunishod. III~F promised to vraive tho uxmlshment if MIC!a»TiY 
v/ould help them to xm cover the agency employing him. iTICKLLY agreed to this., 

Subseauont interrogations revealed that MICKLTiY vra.s not telling 
the truth, but he wa.s allowed to believe that he was not viewed with 
suspicion. Surveillp.nce of l.ICKLEY vms maintained until he v^.s observed 
to enter a bistro in LYO-:', v/here he received money ai..d a camera. The next 
ds,y ho and the tv^o Hussia.ns were arrested. The confession stated that 
they ha.d a.ll been recruited by Frenchrnen and had a^jrecd to uhotograph the 
code. HICKL;1Y had already received 15-20,000 francs. The names and resi- 
dences of the Frenchmen were not knovm, so it was impossible to proceed 
further. The three prisoners were sent to P;i3.IS fo/ trial. III-F de- . 
finitely considered the employing agency to bo the US Intelligence! 

.j . Hussian Transmitter 



In Autmm 1943 a V-iiann of liE 1 LYON reported that he suspected 
the existence of a spy ring in ?JVE DE OISE, small and equipped with a 
trahsj;iitter . b'ith a radio detector, the house wa^ discovered and the 
messages monitored, j,t wa.s determined that the set vras communicating 
neither v/ith LOKDON nor Africa, and frorr. the call signals it was sus- 
pected that the transmitter vras Russian. 



During a subsequent transmission the house vras entered and two 
v;o)aen captured. Their identity could not be established, and the trans- 
mitter yrpB found only after a long search. It yras built into a large 
radio cabinet. The code and messages vere discovered and confirmed the 
suspicion that the station belonged to Russian Intelligence. A standing 
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confidential 



order of Alst PARIS directed thpt all Russian agents le sent to PAEIS_ 
iranediately vrithout preliminary interrogation. The order was observed 
and the vromen were sent off pt once* 



D3KIBACH assumed that the transmi tt er was part of Rote Kapolle, 
classified Top Secret by the Gormans. He knev; tha.t it ye.s handled by a 
Sender Kommando of the RSIhi because of its political connotations, 

(In 194^ a Sachbearbeiter from this Kommando and Gefr-Dr LBjSZ from mi 
Pu vrerc in HICB working on some aspect of Rote Kapelle, They lived in 
the Villa Chanel*) . 

k. Croatian hutiny 



In Autumn 1943 a Croatian ’>,ffen SS Legion vras stationed in and 
around 1.ILLAU (north of BRZISRS) . This Legion as viell as the police 
regiments stationed in- the South of Prance received orders directly from 
HIi;L*ILSR through Pol Gen OLLRG. 



III-F TOULOUSl observed that there v&s discontent in the Legion 
and that several of its members had contacted the French Resistance, 

This report vras sent to Alst PARIS. Soon a mutiny occurred in the Legion 
and the German SS officers were shot. Through the intercession of the 
Croatian chaplain and a doctor, the mutiny was prevented from spreading, 
hO-60 Croats deserted to the Resistance; taking with them many weapons 
and the Legion's troasuryi III-P TOLILOUSL discovered that the mutiny 
was connected vdth a movement knovci as Kwaternik. On the insistence of 
Ast LYOUj the Legion vraS- transferred to the Sabt. 



1. Blindenheim 

In November 1943 it was observed that a great many persons vrere 
entering and leaving the Home for the Blind in LYON, As none of them 
could be identified, the time was deemed premature for a raid, Finally 
a courier with documents was- seen to enter, end the place was raided by 
III-P, The director of the Hone escaped, but five or six oersons were 
arrested, and a large transmitter and espionage date v/ere seized. Inter- 
rogations conducted by the SD revealed the names of a great many more, 
but they had ell fled. 



An evaluation of the captured material disclosed the fact that 
the Home vras a central Hq for the de GATJILL Intelligence. ' It vras the 
collecting point for reports and was in co;mmunication with a '^T HQ, 

In addition it v;as used by agents of the British and Polish Intelligence- 
After III—P had exploited the material in Southern Prance, it was sent to 
Alst 'PARIS, who used it to discover and destroy rings in other parts of 
Prance, 

m, Swiss Consul 



In b'inter 1943, V-Haanner reported that l^iSYSR, the Svriss Consul 
in LYON, was in contact with the Maquis, who vrere being supplied with 
weapons and sabotage material by the RAP . It vra.s further observed that 
he vras often seen driving a,t night in a.reas vAiere containers were, or had 
been, dropped. The German military authorities vrere advised of the consul 
conduct and warned to treat him with reserve. At the seme time Alst PARIS 
vras asked to effect his recall. This did not occur, either because the 
German Smbassy in PARIS would not cooperate or because the Svriss Foreign 
refused to be intimidated, MSYBR was kent under surveillance, but 
it was never discovered who were his contacts in the Haq^uis, nor how he 
learned of the time and place for the RAF deliveries. 

n. Captured Transmitters 



occupation of Southern Prance, 75-SO enemy transmitters 
had been identified in the unoccupied zone, the majority of them being in 
LYON, with 43-45, HARSZI LLS and TOULOUSE* Luring;: LEEIIBACK^s tour of duty 
in Southern Prance, from February 1943 to Angus t'l 944 , the gross number 
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VTc^s reduced, "because it vjas not so easy to estal^lish theiu vith the 
G-ermans occupying, end. of these ehout 50 were either captured or rendered 
inopers.tive » In the latter pr^rt of this period it hecajne niore 6.ifficult 
to locate the transi-iitters, .hecause the agents had hecorae aware of the 
positions of the Gei'-man radio detectors and kept away from them, and he- 
cause armed men wore nut with the operators to offer resistance to the 
arresting a,£;ency in order to give the operator time to escape vmth the 
transmitter7 Also the enemy began to us© silent transmitters (Sohweig 
Sender) and ultra short w^ro transmitters, which could not he monitored 
hy the available radio detectors. It was know that these sets were 
being used to some extent, hut only one was captured (on the coast of 
hormandy) and it was sent to Alst PARIS, 

0 . Polish Intelligenc e 

In Aovemher 19^3 III-F LYOil received orders to penetrate the Polish 
IntelligenoCv vrhich wa.s strongly active in Southern France. All information 
discovered wa.s to he transmitted iyamediately to PARIS and RSPJjIK. The 
executive pov^er was given to Sender T^omrnando Jersy of the R5HA. The radio 
detectors v^ore to give priority to Polish '-VT lines, especially line 6 OO 3 . 
Sdf PRSCrfJ^E V 78 .S ordered from KEC 35^1 GU to BEPJjIh’ to v/ork on the evaluation 
of Polish Intelligence. 

A V-kann of SCr-.OLiy, MK 1 LYOP, made contact vdth a. Polish agent 
near GRIiJlSFORL-G end gave him a. Polish coda i-rhioh ha.d boon obtained by the 
Spa^nish Intelligence and sent to 32 KLIjN 7, The F-Hann pretended that he had 
brought it from VARSA'-^ via Spaun, This code was then used hy the Polish 
net in Southern France, thus permitting the Germans to decipher inter- 
cepted or captured messages. It vrps discovered that the Polish Hq in 
Southern France was somewhere between G?I3I!i‘0BLE and lARSDILL/i, and the 
chief W 0 .S probably an officer called Z I CHON (formerly a manager of 
commercial exoositions in DANZIG and POSEN). Several key members of the 
Polish Red Cross vrere arrested vrhen it w^s discovered that that organiza- 
tion was supplying Polish prisoners in France with the means of escaue 
and assigning them intellicsronce missions. 

In Spring 194^, III-.? was instructed to arrest all Polish agents 
already identified. Of these there were a great number, including the 
operators of two ''■'•/T linos (neither was 6003) • Among the arrestees were 
a Pi-vjVAUX and his wife. (Me had been the French naval attache in BERLIN 
before the war.)

Alst PAniS and the subordinate Aets were 
conVerted into two Abw Komiiandos with four to six Truppe and tv-o Abv' Leit 
Trupps with one or two Trupps, The senior Koinviando vras called Abw Kdo 
najued after the CO, end carried on the functions of Alst PAEIS, 
thus retainine co.ninand over all Ab^'’ activities in Prance. The command 
in B331IK vras transferred from Amt Abv to I-c Vehrmacht Puehungs Stab, 
kilitarily Kdo ESIL3 and its subject units vrere under I-c OB b'est. In 
pra,ctice the conversion created very little change because the personnel, 
loca.tions and activities remained the Basie. 

III-P Southern France became Abv' Leit Trupp 351 vlth tvro subordinate 
Trupps, 352 and 359. 351 vras made up of personnel from HQ III-P LYOH and 

from" III-P Aust lliiOSSS. III-P Pest TOULOUSI’ became Abw Trupp 352, and 
III-P Nest i'LAHSSILLP became Abw Trupp 359 .• moving its EQ to AIX en Provence, 
Abvr Leit Tinipp 351 retained ell the MI^'s of III-P LYON and established 
two new ones, LIM0G3S and PSRIGUSU'X. IIK PAU of Nest TOULOUSN was given up, 
ilK NICS of Nest HAHS3ILLB vras nut under 351* Trump 359 also relinquished 
all its other previous MK*s except K0NTP3LLI— P. , and established two new 
ones, MASS3ILL3 and LHAGUIGNAN. Among the mersonnel changes, SCHIOBBACE 
was sent from T0UL0US3 to AEIUlS , T'GJBSP von 'CST’'ALD3N frora- PARIS to 352, 
ZAENA.CK from PAU to 352, 03ELSR f rora , T0UL0US3 to 351, CNYRIBI-i from PARIS 
to 352, from LYON to 359 as CO. GANSAUG3 to i-lAaS3ILL3, •'’APPSNH3NSCH 

to i'lK M0NTPSLLI3R, STSINK3 to t'JC BRAGUIGNAN, and HARSi'iANN to M. PERIGU3UX. 

2. FUNCTIONS 

The functions of III-P Ast LYON were continued by Abw Leit Tiupp 351 
and its Trupps. Liaison we’.s maintained with i aj SARACCO in TURIN,' a mem- 
ber of the remnant of the Italian Intelligence vrhich had not gone over to 
BAUOGLIO; A-bw Trupp 352 dealt with i.aj CHAi'iOHSO and reported directly to 
Kdo P-JILB. 351 was charged vrith the establishment of an R-Net, but this’ 
proved impossible because there v/as a deficiency of transmitters and agents. 
All agents now either v'ented to go to Germany or reraain in Prance and 
sever all connections with German Intelligence, 



ihe executive povier was still held by the SB, v/hich resulted in the 
usual ill-feeling, especially as the Sd had greatly enlarged its forces 
in^Southern Prance; they now had Bienst Stellen in LYON, VICEY, CLERt^ONT- 
P1 j^F^;;B_._ ST STIMFiD, LIIOGPS, PERPIGNAN, NICE, TOULOUSE, CARCASSONNE, 
iiARSjix, — j, MONT-AjiLLISh., AYIGNON, TOULON and one at the Spanish frontier.

5. OPERATIONS 

a. Cantured F-unitions LujirDS in Southern Franc© 




Munitions dumps vre re discovered and captured through the investi- 
gations of ^Miaenner, interrogation pf enemy agents^ and through fights 
with the Maquis. The number canturod was very large, but it \*reis believed 
that a great many more existed because many enemy flights were reported 
without discovering what they had droumed. On one niglit there were 37 
flights over a given area. All of the dumps were new, subplied by enemy 
aircraft. This fact was established because the sites of the former French 
military dumps were knom. In Spring 1944 6o cont-^inors v;ere captured, 
which served to equip with weapons all the personnel of Leit Trupp 351 » 

352 and 359i bhe "JNV Fu detachment. At other times a sufficient 
number was captured to equip whole units, such as the Staa^im Div of Gen/MaJ 
von .'ijA..ING. The explosives vrere given to Abt II and tae Engineers. The 
dumos vrere discovered in the vicinity of the following cities: LYON, 

TIJLiKj, CLESIOKT-FERTAFID , TALL3, TOULOUSE, .‘iRLES, GRENOJLS, -AGON, NANTUA 
and ST ETIENNE. 

b . National Committee for Free Germany 

In Southern France this organization vras encountered on only two 
occasions. The first member found v/as a man named KUBALLA, a Gorman de- 
serter. He v/as captured v/ith the Moquis during an operation near YALENCS. 
In his possession were considerable material about Free Germany and leaf- 
lets destined for distribution amiong the German troops. The leaflets 
came from Sv/itzerland. KUBALLA was sent through PIiRIS to BERLIN for 
prosecution, and nothing, further was heard of him. 
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During Svumner 1944, V-Mann E0XJ3L0H met in LYOE a certain KBAUSS 
and a Tjereon who liaoed (referred to in the files as hniroelhein) . Both 
spoke German and french. KRAUSE declared himself to he a German deserter 
end delegate of Gen S^iTDlITZ. Ko attempt was discovered to propagandaze 
German troops.- The two men seemed to confine their activities to French 
■workmen in ^rman-operated factories and memhers of the Russian Eiwi 
(Volunteer) -uinits. "^ossihly as a result of KEAUSS's activities, numbers 
of Armenians , joined the Ma.cnis and the Georgians became chronic malcontents. 
Several of the Hivi units had to be dissolved. Shortly before the with- 
drawal, KRiUJSS announced that he was going to STRASBOURG to organize Free 
German’ irroups. It vras decided to let him go, as he would lead to dissident 
Germans^ which v/ould be of more value than prosecuting him for his trifling 
activities in Southern France. A rendezvous was arranged in STRASBOURG 
vrith HOUBLOU, but the latter could not keep it because he was occupied 
with the -withdrawal. 



c. Transmitter HARCEAU 



In April 1944 a parachutist was captured on landing. Interrogation 
revealed that he vras a French officer in the service of GIRAUl) end called 
himself {»iARCSAU. He had with him a transmitter that he had developed in 
Africa. It vras able to transmit and receive "blind" messages, impervious 
to all detective mechanisms; It was the best transmitter ever seen by 
German Intelligence, HARCEAU v;as sent to ’^ARIS for technica.1 interrogation. 

d, Elektra 

In April 1944 further exploitation of the material gathered in the 
Blindenheira case (see annex II) was possible. PARIS had been working on 
the data and discovered two or three transmitters in Southern France which 
were part of a network whose headoua-rters \ia.s somevrhere in the PARIS area. 
Through the identified traj:ismitters kK'B VILLEFRAECKE , LYOIC 1 and LYOE 3 
penetrated the network and discovered eight or ten transmitters, in ad- 
dition to a Schweige 1* etz (silent net), e netv/ork that had been fully 
established but Was not to begin operations until after the invasion. The 
Germans gave the name Blektra to the PARIS Lq of the net. Elektra, with 
its subordinate stations, worked exclusively for LOFDOU. Later it was 
ascertained thr t the neutralization of the net cut eneiTQr intelligence 
off from iivoortant U/T connections. 



e. Chef de kilice TOULOUSE 



Through a, conversation which a, V-iiann had with a Hilice member 
early in 1944, it was learned that the Chef do I-iilice TOULOUSE was in 

communication with England. PARIS was notified and asked to procure 
elucidation from Uilicc HQ "’^.eRIS , This was done and it appea.red that 
UARTAUI) knew of the communication and had permitted it because England 
was equipping the TOULOUS..J I-iilice with weapons, believing it to be a re- 
sistance group, "'A'l? was then requested to obtain the code and all 
messages, as well as to find out how the connection had been established, 
-..his proved to be Impossible because of difficulties vdth Gen Pol OBERG, 
through whom all negotiations i d th the Mllice were conducted. 



In lieu of positive action, the Chef de Hilice TOULOUSE wa.s kept 
under observation. However, he vre,s soon transferred to the Court Martial 
at VI ctiY, where he attracted attention by his severity. Later he led a 
Kilice unit against the Maquis in Haute Savoie and vp.s ^rounded. Upon his 
recovery, DABiLip, through his emissary DEGi-AT) (also V-t-.ann of SPECK) 

BERl'iBACH if he had any objection to the man becoming Chef’de 
Kilice LYOU. DEEKBACE replied that his organization had no interest in 
political matters. 



^ _ In this move of D,iSlEU5D, BEREBACH saw an attempt to involve 
neit Trupp 351 politically and thus get it into difficulties with higher 
Hq, for it was forbidden to operate in the political field. Also BARHAED 

position of the Chef de kilice LYON, Comte de 
j-xaMONVILLE, v^hom he disliked because of his good relations vdth BERHBACH, 
as well as his advocation of a military rather than a political campaign 
against the Maquis. The withdrawal prevented any further developments!

This operation v/as started in 19^4, but the withdrawal prevented 
its being carried beyond the preparatory stages, SPECK, l^K CLB^-iOET- 
EEHUVlvDj managed to have hiaself demobilized, with the aid of his V-r.ann 
FEHNAIIE , a French Ma.j , as a. momber of the Trench army. Thus he received 
authentic French identity papers, giving Alsace as his na,tive province* 
Then, with these papers and usin'* tho influence of BEGAbTB, he obtained 
the position of economic and propagana assistant with the ^^ICEY government. 

In ^^IGHY he net a French Baroness, pro de GAULLE, who had property 
in Switzerland, They' planned to take a. trip together through Spain and 
Portugal contacting local do GAULLE circles. She gave him an introduction 
to the Swiss envoy, von MONTEGiU, to whom SPECK represented himself as a 
deserter from '^^ICHT. .iOHTEG;TA gave him a recommendation to certain of- 
ficials in Svd. t zeriand who vrere to take him to somo enemy intelligence 
agency for emoloyment. 

At this point, it became necessary for the Germans to withdraw 
from Southern Franeo, and the affair could not bo continued. 



i . Captured British ruooort 

In July 1944 RSem. M PEPPIGl^iU^T, received a captured reuort 
from the G-erraan Customs in ?ilHPIGh'.iil5« It ha.d "been taken from cxi agent, 
v^ho had somehow escaped during the inspection. The report concerned p’ 
conversation between a British agent and a German general stationed on • 
the mediterranean coast. The .ceneral had made remarks d.erogatory to 
HITLiH and the ITazi government, and deoreciated the German troons end 
fortifications- on the Southern Irench coast. Trumo 3^9 discreetly identi- 
fied the General and investi^rated his activities. It ’7a.s established that 
the re-Dort was false, and that no such conversation had taken nlace. DEEUBACH 
assumed that the renort had been planted in order to sovr dissension in 
German circles.

V-hann PAOLO, 
working for kICHBL LIEE, .X NICE, identified State Councilor 30HGHIKI as 
an aa;ent for enemy intelligence.

But 
full occupation, accompanied hy the complete demohilization of the Trench 
army and navy, the conscription of lehor for Gcrirny, and the persecution 
of Jews and Tret:masons, the dissidents found their life difficult an 
harassed, Therefoi'e they handed themselves together and were pjoined hy 
so-c of the 85,000 foreigners living in Southern France (Speniarrs, Poles 
and Czechs) .

BOURG) acconipanied only By ABw Trupp 352, ABw Trupp 359 having Been cap- 
tured By the friaouis during the withdravreA* Leit Stelle III Best then ef- 
fected a reorganisation vjhich resulted in the conversion of ABw Leit Tn^p 
351 into FAK 313 and the placement under its comnand of the following four 
FAT ' s :

In addition to the four FAT's, FAK 313 also operated three MK’s at the 
following places :

IjlC Italy . The intelligence situa-tion in Italy was not good from the 
German point of view. Maj SA5ACC0, the Italian Intelligence CO in TURIH 
refused to deai with the SD pr the FAK under KES5ELRIKG, But he had 
personal confidence in DE~::I3.'.CK, whom he had kno>m as Leiter III-P 
Southern France and CO ABw Leit Trupp 351 . It was therefore decided By 
'^ehrmacht Fuehrungs Stab to have DEHirBACH establish an MK in Italy. The 
IIK vras commanded By kl CHELi''iEISR and throughout mainta ined cordial and 
cooperative relations with SAHACCO. It operated from Both TURIN and 
MILAN, v/ij. communication with the FAK was through the Fu. and 
VOE^rT;,vKST, the courier. 

FAK 313 established its HQ in BAD FRSUZNACH in the zone of Army 
Group G. It had a registry, evaluation section, school for agents, 
administrative section and U/T station. DEEN3ACH wa,s CO and maintained 
supervision over the activities of the FAK and the subordinate FAT's 
and IF's. Fe also assigned the missions for. agents. Hie deputy was Maj 
KOCH until November ig44, and then Capt 'ALTS?' vrho was not fully trusted 
Because he was a member of the SD. The deputy did not participate in the 
operation of the agents. This vras done By the adjutant, Lt SCHIELE, who 
also arranged the courier service to the FAT's and MK’s. MONZ and GROSS- 
KOi F in the evaluation section were engaged in v/ritint- a history of 
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counterintellieenco activities in Irf nee. The registry kept one o;oen 
dipry rnd t ^’0 secret ones. The station, in addition to conrannicption 
with the FAT's and f-F's, maintained connection with peents committed and 
assisted the school in 'VT training (See 2a, this annex). 

In January 19^ i-c Army Groun G advised DSFiQACH that FAJ' 313 should 
he closer to the Army Group HO (BAD DU' IBKElIi end ^’'ACEONHIII ). DEHKBACH 
therefore divided hi S' unit into Wo groups, Steffel I and Staffel II. The 
former was placed at 'DSIS'DIHSIK AK 3BHG end acted a,s a foisi-;ard echelon for 
dispatching agents. Staffel II retained the hulk of the FAK and 'was estah- 
lished in B.AD DUB5KHSIM# 

Administratively FAK 313 under Leit Stelle III Vest until Decem'ber 
1944 , when I-c Army Group G assumed rdministrative jurisdiction. Operation-* 
ally it v;f->s continuously under Leit Stelle III '^est, which was in turn re-- 
sponsible to ''‘ehrmacht Fu 0 hrun^<*s Stab, The I-c was kept informed of all 
operations, and vra.s allov;ed to assi.^n missions to the FAK if they did not 
conflict v;ith current activities. 

The FAT*s submitted reports of all activities to Fi^ 313i well as 
supplying adja.cent military HQ^ s 3f,dth tactical information. The FAK made 
e composite report of the operations conducted by itself and the F T’s and 
i'K’s, v/hich vras sent to Leit Stelle III '’■ost. This KQ in turn compiled a. 
report on the activities of all FAK’s in the -'est, v;hich vras disseminated 
to ^.-’ehrmacht Fueh rungs Stab, Army Grourps and Armies, 

Executive power vras lodged with the GFP units attached to the Army 
Groups and x-Limies, Interrogation of enemy agents was done by the FAK 
because the GF? had very little knovrledge of the enemy intelligence 
services. As opposed to the arrangement in France,' the SD was permitted 
no executive action in any sphere of FAK activity, although in February 
SS O/Gruf HAUSSER, CG Army Group G, 'brought around SS Stubaf MAY, an SD 
member, x«'hom he wanted to install as I— c, which would have resulted in 
the subordination of FAE 313 the SD, However, HAUSSES vreis relieved 
of his command the follov/ing month, and KAY was powerless vrith this sup- 
port gone. 

2. FmTCTIOHS 

The tv^o princi'oal objectives of FAK 313 were the neutra-lization of 
enemy intelligence vdthin the German lines and the penetration of that 
intelligence behind the enemy lines. These vrere to’ be realized by ful- 
filling the follovdng functions; 

a. I'laintaining a school for agents vrith instruction in ¥/T aoparatus 
and its operation, codes, secre'c ink, clandestine travel and resistance to 
interrogation. 

b. Dispatch of agents through the lines. 

c. Dispatch of agents by parachute. 

d. Surveillance of French organizations in Germany for the detection 
of agents. 

e. SurveillaJice of Hussian military and labor units. 

f. Investigation of the Hati^nal Committee for Free Germany. 

g. Placement of agents in industry, 

h. Establishment of E-Eets in territory surrendered to the enemy. 

i. Interrogation of enemy agents. 

1 . Recruitment of agents, 
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k. Haintenance of "’/T corAtnunicption. 

1 » '’aintenance of liaison vdth adjacent I-c*s and the GIT?, 

;n. Assignment and sivoeryision of missions to AAT’s and i-‘IK*s,

The implementation of cert- in of these missions vms delegated to the 
FAT's and FAT 349 dispatched line crossers, FAT 352^ s Staffel I 

was to establish an H-Net in the vicinity of HAGiiNAU, and Staffel II to 
observe FOillOT circles in l^dSTAIiT.' JxJI 357 participa.ted vn.th the GF? 
in raids in lA^i-ISFHSLaiUTAM and screened the arrestees* FAT 3^1 moved 
throughout the vicinity of TFJIIR in order to imcover enemy agents, and 
put agents through the lines in the area between Arny Groups G and H* 

HK BITCHF was instructed to discover resistance elements in Lorraine, 
detect ene-Ay agents, and determine transit points for liiie crossers, 
i’lX DiihiT v^as to run line crossers and investigate traitorous activities. 

The missions assigned to MK Italy included the identification of enemy 
intelligence v^orking from Switzerland arid Southern France, the dis-oatch 
of agents to Svritzerland, Franco end Spain, investigation of the BALOGLIO 
Intelligence, facilitation of the passage of agents to. and from FAI\ 313 , 
and the relay to the FaF of all information concerning Northern Italy.

3SKBER C .’30BBI was the Letter cf the Hk maintained in PAltlS by 
Abvr Leit Trumr) 351. In July 1^44 BERKBACH ordered him to close ME PARIS 
and remort to LYON. At the reouest of 3EILE and FSLB^■iANE, BEEBE?, remained 
in PARIS to attem-ot to enlist the cooberation of the Sv/edish Consul General 
or his assistant, Consiil EOKDLIEG. In August BSilBSR reported that he was 
not successful in this mission, and was again recalled to LYOK. But by 
this time it was no nonger 'oossible to get through beceuse of the iunerican 
Salient south of PAFIS. 

Nothing further was heard of BEmER until NIEBUHR arrived at 
KLIi>i3ACE with Abvr Trupp 357* He reported that prior to hia vrithdrawal 
from PjLRIS he had arrested a. da GAULLE f^gent carrying reports of inroortant 
German troop movements. NIEBUHR delivered the agent to the German 
commandant in PARIS. Shortly aften-ra.rdd BENDER and N0H4LIKG amueared 
before the commandant and interceded for the agent. The commandant gave 
tne reports to HOitDLIjKG a.nd released the agent. At the final eva.cuation 
cf PAxiIS, jEKDaR did not leave vrith the Germans, NIEBUHR renorted the 
affair to Leit Stelle III V'est, which oriered him to hcep silent. In 
October BSrJ.BACH was informed by Leit Steilo III Uest that 3ENB3R and 
NORDLISG had axrived in Switzerland in a Sv;edish diolom.atic car. H PUnpp 
had been arrested by the Swiss but vms rWeased throueli NOBBLING' s inter- 
vention, BEFN.OACF, V7as ordered to pre-oare evidence for a nrosecution for 
trea.son* .ivf forts were to do made to eff(!Ct j^E^jBER'S extradition from 
Sv'itzerland. 
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■b. School for Agents 

A school for ?./:;ents vrps Tjrintpined by Strffel II of FAK 313* 

Here the Pleats were ^^iven ^nerrl training pooli cable to all tyoes^of 
undercover' work. In adoition each agent was given Special informetioD 
■pertaining to his particular mission* The greatest amo'unt of time 
devoted to the operation of transmitters and the use of codes* Daily 
trial transmissions were conducted for the benefit of the ’ /T agents. 

For clandestine writing the agents were given matches containing 
secret ink. In the event of capture the agents were told that they 
could either allow themselves to be turned (insincerely, of course) or 
commit suicide. This decision vras made ',rior to leaving on the mission, 
and if the latter course vrere chosen, the agent was given a poison pill.

Early in September 19 UU CHSFALIE?. ® HICHA2I) vra.s sent out with 
the following missions:

chevalier was given French food stamps (obtained at BELFORT) 
and 15-20,000 francs. He had no false papers. As he refused to be

a.tteirot near LUIvE’''ILL3 was 'unsuccessful because of a current German 
retreat. A' second atten^t near ST DIE apparently succeeded beca-use 
CHEVALIER did not return. 

The line crossers recruited by CHEVALIER were to ask the German 
outpbsts for Obst/Lt DBRHBACH of the Abv» This, unusual method Was 
adopted in view of the fluctuating line and the uncertainty as to the 
sector in i^hich the agent would cross.

EEREOlDriLIE (T CO •■.dd).eT C JACqUSS, the former Chef de • llice, LYON. 
Previously he had been a raj in the Chasseurs Alpins Reet 102. After 
the armistice in 1940 he became a member of RETAIN' s body^ard, but re- 
signed after a quarrel with .ENET.REL, the i arshal's phjrsician end sec- 
retary, --e then joined the DjARl'.uiliD Mlice and took over the post at 
LYON, where he x,rorked congenially with DESIOA.CH. He fell out" with 
DARivAI® over disagreement as to treatment of the i,aquis and joined the 
German wi thdrav/al , bringing several of his people with him. 



, the do-.iarture of CHEV,'iIiLH, 3SRN0NVILLE (accompanied 

-B^HuCH-EL, ^ PIeRSE and i i'ARCEL) was dropped by parachute north 
of RAj"inOUILLET, a. region familiar to him. His objectives were as follows: 
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(1) ABcertainraent of the "jOliticpX sitUR.tion in France. 

( 2 ) Investigation of the ’Jhite i.'aquis. 

Piscovcry of troop disposition, Aji 'Dositions, and s-lnorts, 

( U) Fecmiteent of ’’/T operators, 

( 5 ) Atteniot to discover CZB5KIN and 0 (who had deserted 
a.uring the viithdrawal) and determine their current activities. 

(6) Attempt to contact CHhVALIhF:.

Their equipment included French food coupons, about 50»000 francs, 
a small British ’71 Bet vjith code, knives, spades and two or three British 
-oistold. IIARCSL and PIB3FJ5 wore given German labor hooks for foreigners, 
v/ith the cover story that they had escaped from Germany, BBBSOF'''ILLF) 
intended to stay in a cloister in case of danger. 

On the day a'opointed for the radio signal nothing vfas heard. 
Sahseouently no information vras received. 

e. RISTATPS MUI-SLLE?. 

In Se-otemher 19 i'UBLLBH C 3ENATUS was sent to ^TRkSBOUHG and 
Umper Alsace to determine the attitude of the Alsatian population. He 
returned in several weeks with the information that the Resistance vras 
circ^ilatinc- pamphlets among the Alsatian Volks Sturm instructing them 
to maintain strict discipline and obey their German officers until the 
approach of A.-erican trooms. At that juncture they were to rebel and 
shoot every available German, The pa.Kiohlets were signed by a French 
officer. The Resistance Hq was in SCHIRiASCE, KUBLIBR also discovered 
that there were enemy w/T agents around STILASBOURG . 



In October he was sent out again vdth the cover of a black mar- 
keteer. lie WPS instructed to gather more information about the Resistance 
services as an agent, Nothing further vras heard from him. 
DSRilBACH deemed him a reliable a-cent, working more for conviction then 
for money, 

f. Attempted R-Net (Stay-Behind .Net) 

At the end of October 194U Leit Stelle III best ordered FAE 313 
to establish an H-Ket throughout its territory in pre'paration for a 
*?^®®ll'le enemy advance to the Rhine. The net was to be comoosed larr^ely 
of ’7T agents. The missions of the proposv:d net were as follovrs:

( 7 ) Investigation of resistance movements.

The FAX pnd the FAT’s all nade ptteiHiots to recruit extents for 
this net. In addition Leit Stelle III ''est sent p empll wm^er ot 
Kachrichten Eelferinnen (femele signal pssist^ts) . However all en- 
deavors to create the net were unevailin-.. This occured for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

(1) The hvaic of the population was hein^^ forcibly evacuated 
froffi the forvra.rd areas ty the SS end ,the SD.

Thus TAX 313 had to report to Leit Stelle III West the iaroossi- 
bility of carrying out its order.

The purpose of this mission was to penetrate Allied Intelligence 
in Switzerland, to discover enemy w/T a. onts operatiuj. from Geimiany* 

SCHLELE Bent V—Ha.nn L2210INE, instructing him not to acc^t employment 
from the Svriss Intelligence; if encountered, It was to be used only a.s 
a, channel to Allied Intelligence, 

LSKOIWE vras sent into Switzerland by the water route. The land 
route was considered Unsuitable because the border was guarded by SS 
troops and S3) members of the GFP, both accustomed to shoot first and 
question later. A legal entry could have been arranged, but that voulft 
have notified the Swiss authorities of the agent's good staging with the 
Germans. The water route wps from XSKL up the Rhine to BASEL, ~It was 
used daily by hundreds of laborers viio lived along the Rhine and com- 
muted to v7ork in Switzerland. The only paper required for entry was a 
German labor-book. 

T 7 .r 0 days pfter his departure from XEHL, LE OIH.':- returned without 
success. He had entered Svritzerland without difficulty. He ha,d gone to 
the Swiss oolice and inquired as to the location of tho French Consulate. 
The information was readily supplied and LSlriOIXE had au interview. He 
told the French Consul that he had fled from his place of employment after 
an air iraid, and, convinced that Germany had lost the war, he wanted to 
7frork for the Allies, The Consul told him to report for a physical exam- 
ination the next day, and if found fit he would be sent to France. LSMOIKB 
did not have the courage to go into France so returned to Germany instead 
of reporting: for the examination.

In Octo>)er 1944 this Frenchwoman was nicked un hy a Gerraah 
nost near EAGFJrAU and sent to FAX 313 for interrocration. She 
have been a nurse in S0U3N. Her fiance was a French who had been ar- 
rested '-<y the FFI in ?ii5IS for collaboration with the Germans and incar- 
cerated in the nrison of CHSRCEE-Mim . KOMIG had then decided to flee 
from HOTIEIN in order to escane arrest herself. She was making her way to- 
wards ST5AS30U5.G, and had come mart of the way in American vehicles. Hear 
HAGEHAU she ascertained from the local inhabitants the position of the 
German lines, to. vrhich she nroceeded and was apnrehended; 



There was- nothing in her paoers to disprove this story^ "but it 
could not 'e established definitely that she was not en enemy agent. 
Therafore.it was decided not to consider her for use as a German agent. 
At her request she was put to work in a Germai hospital, and at the sug- 
gestion of FAK 313 i®- Central Germany.

At the beginning of November ;a man called BITISSOIT surrendered him- 
self to a. Geman outpost on the Mosel, declaring himself to be an enemy 
agent sent from France. He was sent to FJiK 313 f°^ interrogation* 

Ke claimed to be a French major, about 60 years of age. During 
the occupation he had collaborated with the Germans in the industrial 
sphere. After the liberation of PA5IS, the FFI arrested him amd ge.ve him 
the choice of a court martial or going to Germany as an agent (he spoke 
German, several German dialects^ En.::lish and Ruiaanlan) . Ho chose the 
latter and was told to discover German dispositions along the Mosel and 
the positions of AA -pins. He was out across the river in a rub'^er boat 
vrhich he had then set adrift because he did not intend to return. 

During the interrogation 3HISS0H offered to work for the Germans. 
As his story could not be verified and his abilities i<rere tinknown, it was 
decided not to uSe him as a double e.= ent, but to mut him on trial workiru" 
within the German lines. He v^orked for a vrhile with FAT's 349 and 357 
under observation of the other V-Maenner. Ke oroved himself inept and 
was discharged by FAK 313 the labor service vdiich made him eh in*» 
dus trial interpreter, -oresumably in the Opel Hnrks, 

j, ■ "Parti sans near .'j ITCIiE 

HOIIITZ and MA5CEL, V— Maenner of MH ITCH3, discovered a irreup of 
partisans vrhich vres clandestinely bivoua.cked at the firing range of a 
military trahing. village near BlTCKl. The GF? was ordered to capture 
the group, but the operation, was bungled and only two or three men were 
arrested. However, nil vreapons, ammunition and food supplies were seized. 
The majority of the .:,roup evaded and vras not heard of again. 



During the search for the pa.rtisp.ne, M05ITZ and MA5C3L discovered 
an unrela.ted bit of informa.tion. A local women had received a letter from 
husb£nd, who was a PV’ of the Kussians. The letter had been mailed at 
*iiUTii. 2 jN , Leit Stelle III Test, vrhen notified, replied that the Pussians 
permitted correspondence to members of the Free Germany Committee, 

k. ioiBsian Agents of FAK 31^ 



^'lien Hpta ’-'ALTS5 was transferred to FAK 313 in November 1944, he 
mentioned the presence in a ?W camp near PE/OSCFimT/Main of six Husslens 
who had vrorked for his Abw Trapp on the easterp fro.m. These men were 
then recruited by DBHSACH and disguised as Hivd (Hussian volunteers). 
They vrere instructed to uncover Communists agitating among German troops, 
to determine the loyalty of Kiwi units, and to observe Russian P.VT's and 
v/orkers for seditious activities. The agents vrere proiiiised a, monetary- 
bonus for each report. D3EK3ACH remembers tvro reports having been sub— 
.mitted and he considered the agents reliable.

The first of these reports concerned a Bussian girl enriloyed at an 
inn in LOT^nGSKATSl?, She had "been observed receiving documents from 
German emoloyees of I G Farbe. LUDiTGSEAJEF . A search of her quarters 
was carried out and oaoers discovered there revealed the existence of 
a. cell of the Free Germany Committee in I G Farben, LUDWIGSBAFEN. The 
persons iimlicated were turned over to the SD for prosecution. 

The second renort contained information given by a. Bussisn PI- 
from the camp at FBEIHSHBIW (near BAD DUEEKHEIM) » It stated that another 
prisoner named POLITHUK had escaped. He was now circulating among Ger- 
man workers and Russian PV’s spreading propaganda for Free Germany. The 
matter was being investircated e.t the time of DEKldACK's departure. 

1 , SGLY 

An enemy parent was captured while attempting to got through the 
lines, Ynder interrogation he stated that he wps a Frenchman from 
Lorraine called SGLY. The mayor of his village, presumably directed by 
US Intelligence, had commissioned him- to cross tho lines and find the 
locations of Gemnan artillery, Ee said tha.t -he had always hated 'the 
Germans and ha.d accepted the mission out of patriotism. He had neither 
received nor been promised money. He refused to give nay information 
on American troops, EGLY was turned over to the GFP of the Army Group 
for prosecution.

TREBOR £■ PENHORS and KEY G kUSLLSIp vAio both came from LYOK, 
were sent back to that city in the middle of Hovember vdth the following 
missions;

" had a wife living in Spain, possibly in HADEID, 

AGAI>'IS?-IKOK wa.s given U/T and code training and then sent off equipped 
vrith a British transmitter, secret ink matches, s jade, Colt pistol, French 
food stamps. French and Spanish money, $100 US, and a poison pill* It 
vjas arranged that he would receive 25*000 pesetas additional from his vriLfe 
through KO Spain. He was instructed to gather informa.tion about troou 
movements from &\r$eilLE to the north, the operation of Allied Intelli- 
gence in Southern France, the political situation in tha,t avrea, 
and the activities of the bhito Maquis. He was also charged with the 
establishment of three passag:es for a,gents vrith the aid of liquor smugglers

In January 19^5 MOGLIA C JACQUES, a French national but Argentine 
by birth, was taken by SCHIELE to MUNICH for a flight to Italy. He was 
too old for a -parachute mission and was considered too val\iable for line 
crossing. Therefore it vras decided to send him to France via Italy and 
Switzerland. In France ho had good contacts with the French police and 
Resistance near MAURIAC* His missions were toj

MOGLIA arrived in Svdtzerland through a oassage established by 
HEHI (a V-Mann of MK Italy). He reported to the Argentine Embassy, but 
it wanted to send him back to Argentina so he severed relations. Then 
throuirh the Swiss nolice he v;as introduced to the Svdss Intelligence and 
hired as an agent. Ee was shorn pictures of various personnel of SD MILAN 
and told to go to Italy and identify the SB officers, agents and bviildings 
used, in. return for vrhich he would be allovfed to enter France. 

HOGLIA returned to Italy and SCHIELE flew dovna to see him. He 
v;as given information about SD MILAN to take back to the Swiss Intelli- 
gence and assigned the following additional missions; 

(1) To contact TBE30E and NEY (who had asked for money) and give 
them 100,000 francs. 

(2) To observe their activities in order to ascertain their 
reliability. 

(3) To locate all air ports in the vicinity of LYON. 

(4) To establish a direct passage betvreen France and Italy, 

(5) To contact the dentist DAILIGANB in LYON. 

Equipped with a secret ink pencil, $100 US and sufficient French 
francs, MOGLIA again left for Sv/itzerland, He was scheduled to return 
to Italy by 29 March and be met by DEHN3ACH.

C NE5I i--AP.CHESS, a V-Mann of MICHELMEISR, MK Italy, was an 
Italian officer who had served with the French Foreign Legion and later 
worked for the Deuxi erne Bureau in PARIS, presumably against Italy. He 
had a silver skull plate as the result of injuries from an air raid in 
19'-K). He had settled in MILAN cind married an Italian vroman, although 
it was believed that he already had a wife somewhere in the V/estern' 
xiemisphere. As he had good connections with the Swiss nolice and other 
Svriss authorities, MI CHELI'iSTSR had sent him to Switzerland to establish 
a passage (later used by MOGLIA) . 

t.I CEELMEIEP. dispatched NEHI to Si,<ritzerland again to uncover Allied 
Intelligence, to offer his services to the Beuxieme Bureau (specifically 
to GROUSSARD) and to procure Haitian passports. This last mission vias 
knovm as Sued See Perle (South Sea Pearl) » NERI obtained an introduction 
to the Haitian representative in BEEN through a friend of his in MILAN, the 
son of the former Haitian Minister to Italy. 



VOien NERI returned from this trip he stated that the Haitian 
representative was quite v'illing to furnish the passports for, a modest sum, 
but that they vrould not be valid without a US visa. Had the war been 
prolonged, efforts would have been made by the Germans to obtain this visa. 
^RI had nothing to report about Allied Intelligence or the Beuxieme 
Bureau, and was therefore suspected of being a double agent, especially 
in view of his dubioixs status at the beginning of the war. MICHELMEIER 
v/as instructed to watch him closely, 
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Another ?-kann of MK Italy vas & PAOLO, a native of Piedmont. 

He was char.-ed vritb the establishment of two passages into France, one 
throuich the Maritime Alps and the other along the coast. In reconnoiter- 
ing the former route he encountered memhers of the FFI. He managed to 
join the aroup and was given identification papers. It vras planned to 
have the FFI conduct Gennan agents unwittin^y through the mountains 
from Italy tp France, and possibly to supply the FFI with a transmitter 
which could communica,te vrith HK Italy. 



As for the coastal route, PAOLO discovered that the host guides 
were liquor smugglers, who were extremely active at the time hecause of 
the great demand for alcoholic Leverages hy ikierican troops. 



At a later date it vras intended that PAOLO contact Maj VALENTI, 
v/hom he knew. VALENTI had heen the Italian Intelligence officer at NICE 
and entered BAPOGLIO's service after the Italian surrender.

The two DOEIER "brothers and their father had joined the German 
vrithdrawal. In 1944 one of them had lost an eye at the hands of the 
tequis.. In Decemher the brothers were sent to VAJERZBUBG \«rith the fol- 
lovdng missions: 



(1) To organize a net of agents among French groups in Southern 

Germany, 

(2) To watch for suspicious activities of French workers and PVI’s, 

(3) To observe DORIOT's party, Francists, etc, for possible 
connections with enemy intelligence. 

(4) To determine if any of these groups maintained, a line of 
communication through Svdtzerland to France. 

By March no information had been gleaned, but one of the brothers 
was en route to the FAK vdth a list of the agents, recruited.

During the v;i thdrav/al MACE and his vrife ODETTE were among those 
v/ho joined BEENONVILLE and came to Germany. DEENBACH sent him t6 Southern 
Germany to assist the DOEIES brothers in building up a net of agents and 
to collect information about the following:

t; TQNIR 

In the middle of January TONIK reported to a German outpost near 
HAGENAU and was sent to 313 . He was a Sdf and had been a memoer of 
Abw Leit Trupp 35 U at DIJON under Obst EHINGSR. During the withdrawal he 
had gone to STRASBOURG to look after an apartment he had there. (He had 
both German and Swiss citizenship.) He had intended to arrange a few 
things in STRASBOURG and then rejoin his unit, nov^ FAX 31^» FREIBURG, 
but the Americans took the city too suddenly for him to c-ret away.. Three 
days after the US occupation he was arrested, v/hich he believes resulted 
from a denunciation by his neighbors. 

First he v^as interrogated by a US officer who spoke with a Swiss 
accent, ^nd whose name may have been ALBRECHT* TONIN would say nothing 
and. was turned over to another officer; a small , man built like a boxei*. Ac- 
cording to TONIN, this interrogator tortured him and he confessed everything. ' 
Eis decision to talk was donfirmed by having seen Krim Rat UHHINGER in the 
next room and assuming that the latter had already >>een broken. UHRINGER 
had been a nOlice official in STRASBOURG hired by Hptm GCHKEIDER of SD PARIS, 
and !roNIN had worked vrith him in PARIS. During the interrogation TONIK 
Shorn a ohotograph album containing picture of most of the officers 
at the Hotel Lutetia, HO of Alst PARIS. DERKBACH vras not among them. 

After the interrogation TONIN wa,s given the choice of working for 
US Intelligence in PARIS or Germany, or a court martial. He elected the 
work in Germany in order to return to his unit. 'This choice was also 
made by four others vrho had been arrested at the same time, amdn/?: them 
an SS 0/Stuf working for SKORZENY. Eis mission had been to 'blow up a 
castle near PARIS. He likewise had allegedly confessed only under torture. 
TONIN was taken by a US scouting patrol to the vicinity of HAGEKAU, where 
he reached a German, outpost vrithout encountering anyone. He had been as- 
signed the. following missions; 



( 1 ) To return to FM 3l4 and say that he had escaped from STBA.SBOUBG. 

(2) To stay vdth the unit and collect information about the ac- 
• tivities of all FAK's and FA'l's. 

O) To cjo to his brother in Switzerland in the event of an ur^^ent 
and important message and eive it to US Intelligence there. The latter 
v,rould prevent his arrest by the Sv/iss police. 

(4) In the event of capture, to report to the nearest US Intelli- 
gence officer. 



TOKIK’s story was sent to Leit Stelle III Uest and to FAK 3l4, end 
TONIN himself su^trested that he >e used for a playback through Switzerland. 
This project v'as rejected because of doubts as to TOKIU's reliability. He 
was retained by FAK 313 without beiha arrested. 



Stelle III West then furnished the information that 
UhRIlIG^iE was a V-Mann of Hptm SCHH3IDSR and had remained in France on a 
mission. He v^as expected to return shortly. Early in March UHRIHGES 
returned end made incriminating statements about TONIN. Leit Stelle III 

TOHIU ;-.e put before the court martial in KfiSUZNACH. 
InElRGES himself was arrested, as well as the SS O/Stuf who had returned. 
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D'^WBACE "believes that T'"'lTIir <ii<3 not tell the vdiole truth. I’*'©- 
hahly he stayed in STRASBOURG in order to rnaJce his way hack to P^S at 
a later date to look after a business he had there, and to use his Swis 
citizenship as a spfe;^.rd against arrest, although his alleged refusal 
to vprk for US Intelligence in PARIS contradicts this theory. TOHIh s 
offer to i-o to Switzerland as a double a-.ent was inter^jreted ^ 
to escape'” to that country. In ao- case, DBBKBACH feels that TOKIU would 
have proved a traitorous double aient in the face of danger. 



u. Escaped German PV.- 

In the middle of Eebruary I9U5 a line crosser ms picked up by an 
outuost in the SMR3HUBCKEU sector. I-c AOK sent him to EAK 313 for inter- 
rogation. 

The prisoner claimed to be a German soldier and said that he had 
been captured during the withdra’^al near GARCASS01I^iB. He xms sent to a 
Pbf camp near BEZIERS where a Ew hUELLEH made speeches advocating the Nation- 
al Committee for Free Germany. A part of the PU's vrere persuaded to join 
the Committee. One day a French officer proposed to the prisoner that 
he go to Germany as a French agent to collect informfition on the west bank 
of the Rhine. . After some hesitation, the prisoner agreed because he wanted 
to get to his family in I'UNICK. He vras taken to the lines near METZ and 
told to ©"’■■serve vrhat was traveling on the railroads KOBLENZ-TRIER and 
I'iAINZ-KAlSERSLAUTERN-SAAEBRUSCOlN . '’’ithin two to three weeks he was to 
return to METZ and give his information to a certain French officer. 



The prisoner presented an identification ts,r: of I G Farben, LUD- 
■TlGSEAFEN, but the tag was spurious because it bore no birth data. The 
missions v^hich he had been assigned were more suita,ble for air reconnaissance 
because the information was obtainable from a ulane and could be reported 
immediately, wriiereas a ground agent would consume so much time in traveling 
that the information would be xiseless when he returned to reoort it. He 
was delivered to the GFP in BAB BUERCKEEIM for positive identification. 

A report from j-rUNJCH was ami ted at the time of DSENBACH's departure from 

fak 313. . 



BEEHBACH assumed that the prisoner was an agent of the. Deuxieme 
Bureau sent to Germany to work in I G Farben, LUBb'I GSHAFEN , and acitate .for 
the Free Germany Committee. This view was shiired by Leit Stelle III West. 

V. HOUBIOK ' 

SCHvEIZER-DlEBOLD' HOUBLON was one of the best agents DEENBACH had, 
and he demanded remuneration accordingly. He was an Alsatian and e:5)ected 
to receive German citizenship as an additional rov/ard for his service with, 
German Intelligence. He had a mistress called LAi^fURE, from DIJON, who ac- 
companied him on all his missions. Both of them v;ere known in Alsace so 
a mission in or through that area could not ije considered. At the end of 
February they were escorted to Italy by VOHVJINKEL to proceed from there 
to Southern France with the following missions; 

(1) To establish a ’.’/T station in a secure location and o'oen 
comiaunication with FAX 313 via.i'X Italy. 

(2) To reoort all military movements out of iARSEILLE to the north. 

(3) ^'0 penetrate enemy intelligence in order to discover its

ascertain whereabouts and activities of OZEENIN, OEHLER 
and flLDS (last reported doing propaganda for Free Germany in a PW camp). 

from HOUBLOf! (DSSKBACH's departure) no report had been received 
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V. me 

BACtOILST i FLIC and his wife were taken to Z Italy on the ®®“® 
tri-o with H0U3L0K and LAi.IP.3. FLIC had been sentenced oy a Fren^ court 
martial for esniona. e in MAHSBILL3 and euhsequently released hy the Ger- 
mans when they' moved into the unoccupied zone. Therefore he was not to he 
.^iven any mission which involved more than peripheral and texaporary en- 
trance into France. KK Italy char.-ed him with the following;

(2) Fstahli shment of a viator passage with smu^’.^lers' craft he— 
tvieen Italy, Z'renoe end Spain*

DESIIBACH left before any report v/as received* 



X. KOH-TNZig 

In the lDe<?:iimin^ of March 19^5 a Flieger Soldat najned KOEEl^iZEI 
was arrested in KAlSSHSIAinSKII by the Feld Gend in p raid conducted durint^ 
an air attack* He had insufficient identification papers, which he ex- 
plained to the Feld Gend by stating that he had escaped from a PW can^j 
in France. Ke was sent to FAK 313 interrogation. 



K0IJS^^ZKJ claimed that he had been cpptured in Southern France during 
the withdrawal. Pe was selected by a US Intelligence officer who took him 
to Chateau Colongos. Hero he met several other Germans, and all of them 
viero well treated* Late in February he vra.s offered, and accepted, the job 
of agent in Germany to locate the HQ. of Army Group G and collect information 
about the First Army, especially its field and AA artillery* 



and a '-/T operator, with vhom he was not to work, were 
parachuted near S'TUTTGAItT . From there he went to FIL^iMFURT/Main by train* 
Here he was detained for pn investigation,* which he passed, but forgot his 
identification -oapors there* He then proceeded to I^iAI^FIKEI?.. where he crossed 
the Rhine in spite of the numerous guards. Once across the Bhine he ’oro- 
ceeded to collect the information desired by US Intelligence. (Ke gave the 
HQ of Army Group G as bACHSNHEIH and BAD DUFRKHSI-*. , although the sections 
in the latter tovm had moved to KBEUZNACH). He claimed that during the air 
raid in KAISSRSLAUT3BK he had suddenly made up his mind to return to ,FRAKK- 
FUHT and give hi nself up, but he v;p.s arrested by the Feld Gend before he 
could put this plan into effect* 

K0B3H2KI was wepring an infantry uniform. He had no notes oi the 
information he had collected. FAK 31^ reported that there had been an 
enemy parachuting in the STUTTGART area. A request v;as sent to FEAKXFJRT 
to find the lost identification papers* It was obviotis that KORSNZKI was 
lying, and it was susoected thrt he was v/orking vdth the U/T operator* 
Probably the latter could not transmit and KORMZKI wanted to cross the 
lines in order to inform US Intelligence of what had happened. 

As KOPEHSKI had the qualifications for a good agent, it was con- 
templated turning him, in spite of the impossibility of determining which 
intelligence service he vrould serve more faithfully. At this juncture, 
DBEKBACK left. Later he savr K0E3HZKI en route to STUTTGART and learned 
that Hptm UALTEH had decided that turning KORBl^'ZKI v.^s not worth the 
risk and had sent him off to be court martialed. 



y. SIHOKg 

SIMOICB had been brought from ST BTISNUE by RAUTMSTRAUCH* As she 
was not considered suitable for line crossing she was put in I G Tarbcn^ 
LIU) g GSHAFFU, to observe the French workers. But it vjas soon noticed that 
she did not take her work seriously and she was recalled to the FAK* Here 
she became pregnant and v;as delivered into police custody until the Labor 
Office found work for her* 
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z. PEATTA 

SCHI 3 LS sent PEATTA to a factory in LEIPZIG as an interpreter to 
observe the foreign workers. This was accomplished i-rith the aid of the loca 
IIT ’-i section. After a \^hile PEATTA became dissatisfied with the work and 
vras released at his request to work for the press department of the Irench 
Government in SlGr ARI^GSlM* 



aa, LOPSZ 

' This a^ent was a S*Daniardj suspected of ha.ving fought for the 
Loyalists during the Spanish Civil *^'^arV He had been working for the naval 
GPP in Holland, and vrhen PAK 306 took . over that area it could not use him. 
LOPEZ then came to FAK 313 to he a line Grosser. For this purpose he was 
sent to FAT 361, hut his use was precluded hy excessive drinking. 

hh. ' EITSOUL 

REBCUL was the vrife of Uffz KMLEL. As she di'd not v^ent to live 
with his family in the Ruhr he cause of air raids, she remained at the FAK, 
where she vras employed as an interpreter with the Russian volunteers. 

In addition- she received '*'VT and code training in order to go to tJUERZBURG 
to establish permanent radio connouni cation between the FAK and the LORIER 
brothers. ■ ' 



cc. ROGELIO 

Under the P'iDTAIR government ^ ROGELIO had been the vrarden of LA 
S;u'‘TL prison in PARIS, and thon had become an agent of Alst PARIS working 
for NIII 3 U 1 :-R» r.e wa.s a native Frenchman but his parents and \«rife lived in 
BARCELOI^A, where his father o.wned a paper factory and a printing cress. 

As he had these Spanish connections, he was , assigned- to the FA.K for long- 
range missions. In January 1945 it was planned to parachute him near 
BAilC'ilLOilA with the follov/ing missions; 

(1) To contact his father in BARCELONA and have him print French 
identification papers and food stamps fo.r the use of ROGELIO and future agents. 



(2) To proceed to CHALOF sur Saone, in the vicinity of which he 
owned a small estate with a stone quarry, and select a parachute landing 
site and provide it with light signals.

fj plane nor sufficient gasoline v^ere procurable. Later an attempt v>as 
made to get a plane to. parachute him near CHAl.OK, but this also proved 
i'-p.possible. It \^a.s then decided to start E^GSLIO from Italy, but here 
again new difficulties had arisen. Since the beginning of February the 
K;.ivl vh— !''.Ii,Ai'i air route ha.d been abandoned, and vehicles capable of making 
such a, trip vrere becoming daily, scarcer. It became necessary at times to 
miike the .journey by v/alking and hitchhiking. This LOGLLIO could not do 
because he v;as not in good physical condition. Eventually DSEI'IBACH de- 
cided to go to Italy himself. He planned a. trip for 29 March, and was to 
t^e along E:iGSLIO and another agent, © LOUIS. 

* 
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From Italy there wre also difficulties. P.OGFLIO was not strong 
enough to use the laxid route into Prance, and there_ v^cre no suhmarines 
to' transport him hy sea, so he ves to go to BAECSLOFA by the vrater route 
that FLIC was supposed to have established. From Spa.in it v/as intended 
that he go to France and send a postcard to LOUIS, who would be in KOj;nT- 
■^ELLISR by that time, informing him of his arrival. This informa.tion 
LOUIS would relay to IS Italy by radio. ROGELIO was to receive 850,000 
pesetas and a three-piece ’VT set to be operated from his stone quarry. 

dd. LOUIS 

(& LOUIS came from KOFTPSLLIEF . He had been a good a,gent of I-L 
Alst PAPJS, working for Sdf PRIGLE. The latter had sent LOUIS as a U/T 
agent to the LORIBNT . sector in case of an invasion, ’lien the v/ithdrawal. 
occurred, ’’HAGER had made no efforts to assure LOUIS' escape, so the latter 
had attached himself to Abw Trupp 357 and had come to Germany with it. 
DBEl^BACr kept him in spite of attempts by Leit Stelle I ’’est to reclaim 
him, mainly because LOUIS did not want to return to PHAGER after the 
latter's abandonment of him. 

At FAK 313 5^6 wa.s tra,ined further in ”/T operation, coding and 
I decoding. He practiced daily with ROGSLIO. It was intended to drop him 
1 either at riONTPLLLIER or southeast of PALIS, vrhere he had clandestine 
1 connections, and from there he \rould go to MONTPELLIER. However, as wi-th 
i HOGSILIO, it was impossible to get a plane and it was decided to commit him 
! from Italy. From there he would take the land route. Kis objectives were 
i a.s follows:

6 i VISIT OF SS E/STUF^SlI#iER 



In November 19UU SS E/Stuf Sli. EH cf Amt IV, accompanied by the.Leiter 
of| the Ste,po station, in 3i\D KRSU2NACE, paid a visit to DSRHBACH. He said 
thpt he had been sent by HliiiLER to find out what routes, if. any, FAK 313 
maintained into Switzerland. The RSSA had none at its disposal and the SD 
wapted to send some agents into Italy. Also SIMHSR mentioned something 
about an SPD official v/ho vras either to be sent to Si,dtzerland or to be 

i ' ■ • ■ ■ . 
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contactod there. Further HI LI:?. v/?nted to have all possible information 
on the National Committe for Free Germany because the ESHA files on the 
subject had been destroyed dv’ring an air ra.id.. SI'blER stated that some 
time earlier an entire Stapo detachment had been killed vrhile engaged in 
an operation against the Committee. It was imperative that the ^-estern 
HQ "be located. 

DEPOACF told SIIVMIIII that reports from LYON -oointed to STR/iSBOUHG- 
as the center of the Committee* s p.ctivities, and that the informption had 
been given to FAY 31 ^ ^or exploitation. There also vas a, report that the 
Committee maintained a radio station at BIi GEN, but constant air raids 
had prevented investigation. SIMKEH propose^d that FAX 3^3 organize an 
ooerr?<tion to exterminate the Committee, but DFPNBACH replied that such 
an objective wa.s in the political field, and authorization vrould ha.ve to 
be obtained from Leit Stelle III 

As to the Svriss routes, DEHKBACH told SIM' EH that they had been 
esta.blished for the exclusive use of agents collecting military intelligenc 
and permission for their use by SD agents vould have to be secured from 
Leit stelle .‘II %’'est. SIMME?.. replied that he v/ould get the proner clear- 
ance from that KQ. 

LEHI^ACh reported this visit to the Leit Stelle, which in turn made 
inquiries at Ml Amt, but no information was available, and FAX 313 heard 
nothing further from SIi\. -.E f,. DEHKBACh believes thft the visit was part 
of an Amt IV stra.te.gem to determine v/hether FA units were concerning them- 
selves vdth, political matters, as veil as to check on the loyalty of the 
FA comraanders.

This infringement on his personal liberty and freedom of movement made him realize 
that something we-.s amiss with what , he believed was ri just war waged by Germany 
against the Allies, At the same time he recognized the insincere game Germany 
was playing vrith- France . Having lived in France and knowing: the mentality of the 
French, he suddenly lamented their short-sightedness in -.not perceiving; how Germany 
was duping them. He felt obligated to his fiancee and to his conscience to make 
amends and decided to shed his affiliations with the GIS and the SS. SOMl-EH. 
claims that he intended to join the Deuxieme Bureau immediately upon- his discharge 
from prison in April 19^2, but, aware of the omniscience of the GIS, he dared not 
attempt it. His fitst chance came in February 19^5 ^Hile he was Amt FI Deputy 
in SAN HBh'O, Italy, when a French agent by the name of SOL^TTI v/as arrestee^ by 
the Germans on the Fra.nco- Italian border. SOMSR succeeded in having SOIBTTI 
rele^=»sed in his custody and dispatched him to NIGH with a to establishing 

relations for^him (30M1ER) with the Deuxieme Bureau. Because of the intervening 
collarse of the Italian front, nothing further c^me of this connection. 

SOMCiRpvithdrev with the German troops from SAN EZHO towards GENOA in April

stipulation that French citizenship should, later be provided for him. KOZHLZR 
indicated that this would be an easy matter. iEISSZP and DELIOUX also decided 
to join the Deuxieme Bureau, i ■ 

The following day SOMZIP met the Deuxieme Bureau Chief of NICZ, who was 
known to everyone only as Le Capitaine. Nothing defin^e vra.s decided at this 
meeting, hov^ever, as the Regional Chief at ri. ZSZILIZ , Commandant Georges KINBY, 
was exoected momentarily in order to oass on all applicants. SO'IES vras approved . 
and was to go to Spain via TOuLOUSZ. lEISSE:;. was to go to Italy via NICE and 
DZLIOUIPs territory was to be Sv,rit zerland, with headouarters in LYON. 

When SOMEZ arrived in TOUlbUSZ, he was nut up at the. Hotel Terminus, using 
the false French carte d^identite made out to Hans. S'lZrEilN which had been .given 
to him by the Deuxieme Bureau in NICE. According to plan, SOffiEP reported to the 
Commissaire de la Securite Milltaire where he was told to sit tight until the

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arrival of Monsieur t&Ol'f, the Deuxierae Bureau’s Branch Chief at Pj^EFIG-liaJI. ’’’hen 
LBOH arrived, accompanied By his deputy, Monsieur MICHEL, SOMME* wa.s taken to 
, put in a hotel, .'t/. told to remain there for another four^weeks to 
await further instructions. In case of emergency he i.ras to call F-BPIGKhF 
or get in touch with the Captain of the G-endarmerie , who would notify MICEEL. 

Three weeks of idleness passed before SOMiBR was ordered to proceed to 
CaECASSOSFE r.x)ut 1 Jul 45 . He met LlOH and HICKEL in a pri-'rate hovise near the 
RR station. For his immediate task, he vras instructed to go to Spain and there 
to contact old German i-Bwehr and SB agents. Ke was to tell them that he fiad escape 
from SAM HliiO and nov' wished to he of service to them, preferably- in France, as 
the one place intimately known to him. LEOB wanted the names and addresses of 
German and French agents who had formerly operated between MARSEILLE and BORBEAUX 
and vjsre still not arrested by the French. 

i.s LEOH was fully convinced of the existence of the remnants of the GIS in 
Spain, employing French nationals, it was also to be SOH'iER's task to uncover 
them and under some pretext briiag them back' to France. 

The possibility of SOMIHR's Joining the Spanish Intelligence Service was 
also touched on by LSOE. This plan was only to be used if all others failed- 
LEOH told SOMMER not to worry too much about the Spanish Intelligence Service, 
which he termed fumbling and impotenti SOMI'iER received no schooling on the 
present Beuxieme Bureau and its methods, but vws told to go ahead and operate on 
the basis of his m.any years' experience as an Abvehr OffiCdrl It was understood 
that SOMSR whs not to Be a paid agent, but he did receive 20,000 pesetas from 
LEOH as expense money, ACcolrding to SOMMER, his motives for joining the Beuxieme 
Bureau were personal and not monetary* 

LSOB informed SOlfrlER that he could be reached through Paulina ALTUFE2, 44 
Calle Villadofnat, BiiRCELOKV. All the letters sent through this address were to 
bear the signature .''Juan", but no replies would be sent to SOfilCR. On 10 Atig 
45 LiOiJ drove SOi'l&R down to the border town of FUIGCZRDl, at which point he 
was to enter Spain. 

LEON, counting on the inefficiency of the Spanish Government, believed 
that SOMMsjR, as a former intelligence officer, wovld encounter no difficulty 
vfhatsoever in Spain and should therefore be able to reoort back to PLRFIGEAN 
with the desired information within six weeks. LEON's miscalculation, however, 
resulted in the arrest and detention of SOM-iER by the Spanish at Camp bi'iranda 
from August 154^ until February 1S46. It was relatively easy for SOKIER to send 
letters to LEON through ALTUVEZ, because many peoule entered and left the cajnp 
without being searched. 

hlien SOtCiER was finally released from the camt;, he went to 1'L‘i.DF-IB to carry 
out the long-delayed mission for the Beuxieme Bureau. 

d. The Alleged Nex</ Spanish Intelligence Service 

SOHraR came to S-oain under the false French carte d'identite of Kans STEFEAN 
It '-'fjs supposed to exrla.in his success in reaching Spain after a flight from 
SAN REMO via France. Nhen he was arrested at PUIGCERBA, SOMER revealed his real 
identity, v/hich LuOl; had told him to do, It ii'as a necessary step, because SOW'IER 
was known in Spain as a GIS agent ^-nd his future plans made it imperative for 
him to be recognized. 

’.lien SOMiER was released from Camo I'dranda in February 1946, hw to 

ttiBRID. His attention was first called to the matter of a New Spanish Intelli- 
gence Service throuj^ a meeting with a former agent of the Central Abwehr Agency 
in France, Raymond xtiVRARB, S ANBES, B &AIL.^?X‘0, no’-' living in KABRIB. HE^rRARB 
had been sent to Italy by Mil Amt in March 1945 , had been overtaken there by the 
defeat of Germany, had infiltrated into the Italian Partisans as a Snanish 
Loyalist, and had then escaped to Spain. He is married to a Spanish woman and 
took an active part in the Spanish Civil ’>r on FRANCO'S side.” On his arrival 
in Spain in February 1946, EEV?ARD ran across the Spaniard PENA,, whom he had 
known in the Central Abwehr Agency in France. 
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PENA told HEVBiiRD that his friend YICEiJTi was forming a nevr Spanish Intell- 
igence Agency 'in;- agreement with PBAUCO. VICENTE is a Palange leader and is 
in close contact wi'th PSiUJCO in his capacity as head of the Falangist Servicio 
de Investi;acji 3 :-tte Informacion, an organization serving internal security. VICENTE 
proposed to FRaiJCO that an intelligence service , on an entirely new hasis he 
formed. He believed that the Servicio de Informacion lEilithfi a.n army inforraatio; 
service, had proved a failure, that its officers were corrupt, and that it vraS 
regularly penetrated Hy enemy intelligence. He thought that after the downfall 
of the Axis rowers, Spain was fated to play a leading role in Europe and would 
therefore need an efficient intelligence service. Kis plan was approved and the 
necessary funds made available i The sum must have been considerable j since 
VICEHTE paid EEVEuJlD, who had been hired es an agent, 8t)00 pesetas monthly plus 
expenses and. the other agents were deceiving 5 OCO pesetas, an unheard amount in 
previous Spanish intelligence circles. 

As his first priority project, VICZHTI applied himself to building up a 
net in France and North Africa., together with the establishment of contact with 
possible German and Italian resistance movements, .--uing the method.s used by the 
Germans, he intended to integrate his ueomle regularly into the Spanish F,oreign 
Service, plant agents in Spanish embassies and consulates, and make use of 'the 
Falangists already in the service of the government. He envisioned the use of 
many former Axis agents of Spanish nationality and made some of his men take 
d.iplomatic courses and e'^anlna.tions for future ass ign'-ents . Juan d.e AEEKZSHA, 
son of the Spanish Consul-General in iLAE.SIILIE, remarked to SOH?'IES that these 
future intelligence agents, passing as diplomats in the eyes of the world, wdmld 
destroy whatever reputation Spain might still have in other countries. VICENTE 
repeatedly high-pressured the Foreign Office to make the dinlom.atic examinations 
S' sj’' for his men. 



SO-z. hr..d only one interview with VICLivTS, shortly before his second arrest 
in April 19^6, He §;ave SOM'IHiil the impression of being a man of exceptional 
energy and capability, a convinced Prlangist and idealist who was stubbornly 

set in his political outlook. VICj-ATji v/as unable to recognize the de G'aullist 
rightist tendency in present^-day Prance, but insisted rather on helping and

For the building of the organization in Prence, ELVPARD wes brought forward 
by Pi'M and received identity documents beering the Spanish name of GALIARBO 
from VIGii^HiA. H-z.VPABI> is an agent of many years' exiierience, is very careful in 
his worki:.and:recruit s his a.gents from the fertile field of French emigres, which 
he knows very well. He has already installed wireless stations in SAIT SIBASTIAH 
eno BAkCEiLOlik and a net is soon to extend to France, co^^ering TOULOUSE, FARSEILIE, 
BORDHaUH, LYOi'T, PARIS, REE IMS, and LILIF. As radio operators', HEVRA50 intends to 
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u'se old A'b’-'ebr agents, known to him through his past connections with that 
organization. Preparations were also heing- made for intelligence coverage of 
most of the other European and American countries. 

”hile in AAPCiLOilk , HPVHaRD had alread;y succeeded' in esta'Dlishing'- contact 
vrith a comjnissaire (name unkno’-no) of the Securite hilitaire who was to he trans- 
ferred from to FAEIS. This commissaire offered to collaborate for 

money. VICEFT2 approved the spending of this money and when SOriJ'CEH was arrested, 
EE''/H“ILD had Just come from 3ARC2L0M to close the deal. H5. '7PA.5I) hrought SOIQG?- 
together with VICSKTE arid an agreement was v/orked out t/hereby S0III4EP. should go 
to France. It was planned to have him go through Switzerland. SOlillSR’s idea 
was to set up radio stations with trained personnel and '-ork together with the 
Deuxieme Bureau, thereby assuring the control of the whole net, while at the 
seme time ostensibly collaborating with the Spanish, 'd.en the wireless net was 
in operation, SOi'3'IE?: was to inform. ‘'nCiKTS on the follovjing matters:

Another plan of YICiST-'s vras to have a strong organization in I^oith Africa 
fostering unrest among the Arabs against the French. Ee wanted auick results 
in order to justify his brain-child and its large expenditures to FEAITCO. 

SO .liiF. never had a chance to return to France end see LEOF and i-IICEEL 
again. Before he was arrested and brougnt to G-erm.eny, he wrote them one'.letter 
through the Barcelona address advising them of his vrork. He also claims that 
no one in Spain knew of his connection' vuth the Beuxieme Bureau and tha.t he 
enjoyed the full confidence of VIC3KTE. Owing to the 'short time SOKIEE was in 
Spain, he had iw chance to learn the identity of ''riClF'TE's other German collab- 
orators. WPS known to prepare a .monthly progress report of his findings, 

which went to FEAFCO as a secret report. Shortly before SO''l!l?;'s arrest, he had 
a glimpse of one of these reports. 

3. The Departure of Former GIS Officers from Spain to Argentina 

SOM-I^E was interrogated on the above subject, but in vievr of the fact that 
his stay and associations with various groups in Spain were limited to a. few 
weeks, his information is sketchy. 

SOi'Ii'SE did not know about the departure of these former Ab’«fe hr Officers 
until^he went to visit HOP.CEFH in iiABP.ID, during the latter part of 1S^5. 

EOPC^E is a well-xnowh restaurateur, part-owner of the famed Cabaret I'iaxime in 
PARIS, ne wa.s active in the Abwehr for .many years and vras later arapiLoyed by 
Amt VI. In ighh Amt VI planned to open a new restaurant in CAFlLiS, along the," 
s-eme lines as v'.axime ' s , managed by HOitCEEE, which was to have been used as an 
intelligence gath^=ring .agency. The Plotel !ia.rtinez vras being considered for the 
the puroose. 'i-'hile in Southern France SOI'IIER was introduced to H0 ,?lCHEB in 
JiAi'.Si.ILLi. and vras told to make the necessary arrangements. The Hotel iiartinez 
vras owned by an Italian of that name, who vrorked for the Italian Intelligence 
Service until 1543, when he switched over to the GIS. SOI'G'EH last saw IIAP.TI3SZ 
in i.IiiiiJ in the latter part of February 1543 . He is believed to be in Switzer- 
land at the present tj.rn.c-. Nothing ever developed in connection ’.•rith this prppos— 
ed dsa.l betvreen iiijRCi-jijR and riAivTIiEZ, so ROivCEiR vrent to i'in.DF.ID a.nd opened a 
restaurant there situate'd at 6 Calle Alfonso XII and it is now a rendezvous for 
Axis Intelligence personnel. 

After SOH'ISS's release from Camp I'iranda, he went to HOI.CHilS, who informed 
him of his' earnest intention to go to Argentina instead of returning to

femany* This w-s to he accomplished through a certain icLUTER, c.n Argentine 
citizen who had hev-n employed in PARIS during the v,rar as an agent of 
T*.is i^.rgentinian was used hy Amt VI to recruit likely contacts for the OIS among 
the latin Americans living in France. SOIl’FR knows of two of these agents, 
rAHTHZI^ the Argentine Consul in I'A-BSSILLE , and a Cuban, Anihal da KiSA, who 
wera rounded up by BZUTEH. 

According; to SOnffiB, PSUTEH caught when the Azierican troops marched 
into PARIS in 19^4, but after some six weeks* internment he talked himself fjer, 
on the basis of his Argvantine citizenship. PHJTZR was in contact with HORCHhH. 
from December 1944 until February 1946, a.t the end of which month he succeeded in ’ 
embarking for BU3LhOS AlitiitS* had some difficulty with navicerts, but in 

the end he managed to get away safely. H0P:CI4-H told SOMISH that he had asked 
RZU'IZE to look around in -duZi'^OS AIRZS for a suit-^-ble building in which to install 
a rastaurant- 

When EOBCHhB informed of his intention to go to Argentina, SOM^CZR 

sensed immediately that something important was going on. Since Gen KRAI'IEH, 

H/Stuf FUIu'ES, Obst/Lt FUCKS, O/Lt MOLL and ruite a number of other officers in 
active service were hidin.: in 3pr*; iri- (SOIIMLK claims that he had. a list with 
addresses of hidden officers which he destroyed v^hen arrested by the Spanish 
police) and since S0M4.R had found it impossible to contact them at that time, 
he got in touch with LSCAT, a Frenchman and former member of the Action Franchise 
and the editor of the magazine '*Je Suis Fartout" in PARIS. LSCAT is known as an 
active pro-German Frenchman a.nd had -the closest contact vrith the German General 
Staff and with the Foreign Office. Ee was arrested during the war (l939*T9^0) 
in PARIS and put in e concentration camp because of his -cro-Germ.an feelings. 

After the armistice, FSCAT eppe^^red in leading positions. In December 1944, 

LSCAl', together '•dth his wife and two of his co-workers (names unknown to SOMl'iZ?. ), 
V70re sent to MA-DRID hy plane with a special mission. There was a general rumor 
to the effect that iiiSCAT, by order of the German I’oreign Office, va.s to sound out 
the Allies on the possibilities of a separate peace. Now, however, SOHI'-EPl is 
convinced that SSCAT*s true mission was an entirely different one, possibly that' 
of financing the Germans who were already in Spain and those x.rho would have to 
hide there in the future. LSCAT had allegedly received large sums of money in 
BaRI.IN for Just that purnose.

SOMI'I-aR :enew xuoCa? from i'ra.nce and met him again in rlABRID through his 
intimate friend, Robert VCIxSA.U, in whom rSGAT had absolute confidence, having 
known him for many years. Before the planned meeting with ISCAT, VOIKilaU inform- 
ed SO'i'iHiiiR that he had very good nevrs from VlO-ii'IS. had given VOIIIEIAU 

the confidential information tnat now, o.fter RhR0N*s vlv'tory in Argentina, the 
plan concerning the dep^^rture of Germans for th'-t count 'y had taJeen a tangible 
form. The problera of securing false papers in order tu deceive the Allies , had 
already been solved. VOIFx-aU gave SOi'MZR estimates th^* , between I5O a.nd '200 
Germans 'were to be snipped from CADIZ to Argentina, a i' w at a time. The first 
shipment would start in A.ugust or September 1946. S0HF.;R*s presumptions on this 
v/ere further confirmed by HORCHSR. 



Alt the meeting with ESCAT, which took cl ace in a I’^mall restaurant in 
rV'.DRID about 27 46, SOJil'IER proceedsCd carefully on the subject of rgentina. 

ESCAT told SOI'IIES. that he had known FLP.OH for many years and that the; were close 
friends. ESCAT did not go any further into his friendship with P'IRO'"* but gave 
the irapression that at one time or another he had been in Argentina id that the 
friendship had started there. SOHHER believ.vs th^t SSCaT lied been ‘ communica- 
i ion with PSROF through the .Argentine Embassy in MADPvID. During the .reting, 

ESCAT told SOiiMEH that he ..imself would undoubtedly leave for Argentina soon. 
SOS'iER does not know whether or not he did actually go there. 2he conwier^.ti{rPj$ 
was interrupted at one point by a phone call for ESCAT. ^fhen he returned he 
said, ”Still another one who cannot stay in hiding any longer. Everybody is 
asking when things vrill get going. This remark confirmed S0ta-ISR*s opinion that 
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ZSCi-i-T Ids leading the departure of OeriKans for nt ina. . SSCixU? is'known 

to he on extremely careful .and intelligent ma]\, SOHIleuR did not feel at the time 
that he could safely probe too far into the subject of Argentina, inasmuch as 
this was his first meetins with hSCl-T and it might have raised ^oubts and suspic- 
ions., After the conversation aSCaI questioned VOIl^ni^U on S0^1'tiK*s reliability, 
which VOIKii-AU assured him to be 100^. 

SOKi'Ci^R had- arranged another meeting with SSCxiT'for the coning week, but in 
the meantime he received a letter from an Abwehr agent, Kans ^L4.RTI]1, ^ Juan 
fiiiHTIN* He was active in ?s a G-erman agent until March I 945 , at which 

time he became the German Red Cross representative. At the end of 1945 He was 
warned by his Spanish friends to go into hiding, because the Allies wanted to 
extradite him. Ke hid in BARCZLOITA and presumably rema.ined there, since SOM^-uLR 
was asked to reply to his letter through Antonio RUIZ, Plaza Recomir 6, BARCELONA 
or“through b* pertain KUHH, L*3tra *-B, . CpHo 2‘olins Hey, BARCELONA. 

in this letter, ‘’ARTIN informed SOMiER that friends haxl arrived at his 
hiding place and that they were all making preparation for a trip to their 
friend PERON, to start in two months. He also a.f3vised SOMI'IER to hide, as the 
■oressure of the Allies v^as increasing every day. He therefore proposed that 
SOliJ'ER join him in BARCELONA. A few days after this letter, SOMIffiR received 
another one from Jose TICHEYKE, a Frenchman who had been an Abwehr agent in 
Fi'JlIS and v^ho was sent to Spain at the beginning of 1944. He worked in Spain 
together with Lopez KORSNO, a. member of the Spanish Intelligence Service and. 
now of the Spanish General Sta.ff, The last known address of TICHYPJS is 5 S Ronda 
San Antonio, B;;RCEI0NA. In the letter TICKi-YRE also mentioned his intention of. 
going to Argentina. 

At the second meeting with ESCAT about 10 Apr 46, there was talk about hid- 
ing the German officers, especially Gen KRAMER, who, betrayed by a German, had 
just managed to be brought from his hiding place in MADPJD to the rural estate 
of a Spa.ni'sh officer-. It was mentioned thet all those Germans who gave the 
xiperica.n authorities information were known to these men in. hiding and to the 
Spanish and were listed on a. black list. It was further sta.ted that proper 
measures had been taken and that the situation could be regarded as safe. The 
problem of Argentina was not touched upon that night, because the meeting took 
place in a much-f recuented locale and had to be brief. 

aSCAA^s group, consisting of political fanatics joined together by a 
common bond of friendship extending over many years, is not an easy. circle to 
penetrate. SOM^IER feels himself fortunate to have been able, as a newcomer, to 
gain knowledge, little as it is, on the Argentine ouestion. 

This entire group is also closely tied up with the Spanish authorities, 
police and army. Any member of this group wanted by the Allies is being warned 
ahead of time by the Spanish police, giviiig him time to go into hiding. SCMIiER 
is firmly convinced that in back of the v^hole Argentine scheme there is a. well- 
considered plan to quietly create a central German intelligence agency vrith the 
pissisPance of the A.rgentine g*overnr-‘>.ent . No other country 'is trusted, ^ t r.uch -byor: 
the F'r'cists ' s ’Argentina . These Fascist.; cij'cles '^re'of the -opinion-. ihat tJael.o- 
relations betv^een the Allies will grow stea.dily worse a.nd tha.t another war is 
ine’^’’itable . T*,ey would take the greatest possible advantage of such a situation' 
to realize their own hopes. ^

on the subject through his wife when she ho.dvisitod him, 

f. French Cpllabora tionists Now in Italy 

During his work with the GIS in Hi^iRSEILLE and- later in SAN REMO, SOMISR had 
many oportunities to observe the infiltration of former French collaborationists 
into Italy. T..is observa^tion was augmented by information received by him from 
S5-Stubaf GOHL, Amt VI Chief in MILAN. 
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In i-u^:ust ISUU, a.uring the Oern-'^n ewcU'-^tion of Fr^nce> lef'ding 

figures of the French, collf'^'borat ioiist groups, together v^ith a great .niun'ber of 
other nenhers , ''^^ithdrevr to G-crnaixy with the retreating German troops, i-n. 
estimated 5,000 Milice (Kilitia) rentiers, 6,000 FFF '(partie Fopulaire Franchise) 
members and several smaller gJToups boosted the pgregrto figure to 15 , 000 . These 
so-called French refugees constituted a much sought-after reservoir of potential 
material for t..e Ahwehr and Amt VI, 

1X)?10T, Chief of the FPF, Joseph BKHIh-iTI) of the -alice, Kercel BUCAFD, 
leader of the Fascist "Franciste’,’” rhd Harcel FE-AT of the EHP (Hass emblement 
National Fopulaire) were approached b^^ Abwfehr officers, who had already made 
plans for the use of these Frenchmen. They were to return to their native land 
and engage in intelligence '-^ork for the Germans, The party chiefs agreed to the 
plan with the pro^^iso that transportation was to be assured by the GIS and, once 
the agents were back in France, that they should be permitted to take up the 
reorganization of their respective parties. The plan was approved by SCEZLLFN- 
BEHG, Chief of Ar.t VI. S0MIE5 claims that the 15 , '000 Frenchmen in Germany did 
not comprise lO'rt’ of the Fascist-minded open collaborators still living in France, 
It would have been an easy matter to undertake reorganization x-^ith a receptive 
body of such magnitude, especially since countless other French people \<eve not 
too enthusiastic over losing their homes and other possessions as their price 
of 1 iber^^! t ion- In Germany it was decided to send agents back to France via 
Italy, through INNSBRUCK, V>-?,0NA and. hlL^l^ instead of through Alsace-Lorraine, 
thereb^^ reducing' the chances of apprehension. The Ant VI offices in MLiUJ, 
f.'AIN and SAl:^’ 5LH0 were instructed to look out for these agents and assist them

them in future work, • Both DLu-^u.\fo a.nd FILIOL had formerly acted a.s. lia.ison 
officers with i^mt VI. Another office of the Ulice wns established in MIIiiN 
une’er XillFFING. 



The FFr maintained an office and wireless school near CONSTANCY on Lake 
Constance in charge of BAHIFIOIAIIY,, v.rho. also had a small office in IIILAN, Still 
another office w^-'^s in SAN FLHO, operated by the former FFF Chia^ Pierre FFTIEH. 
The office in SAN HEhO v./as equipped vlth wireless devices. 

At the end of the w-'r in 2'iay ISU 5 , BAHIKOLLMY had about 40 or 50 finished 
agents in Italy ^-dio never had a cha.nce to be set un in France, Among thC'Se 
^=>gents ’ were leaders of the FFF, many of them, chagrined at beiiig stranded in 
It^ly. Some of then were eouipped with radios and all of them had automatic 
v^eapons and 1- rge sums of ^oney. 

In addition 'to the aforementioned agents, more than 400 other members of 
the party were brought to Italy during January 19 Practically all of the 
above-mentioned 15,000 F-renchmen in Germany were living on the German economy, 
already taxed to its capa.city, so it v^s convenient and expedient to relieve the 
burden by dumping these people on their relatives in Italy, after establishing 
the fact that relatives in IteJy did exist. They were not schooled in intelli- 
gence and v.^ere to play subordinate roles in France. It is s opinion that 

because of their Fascist-minded political outlook, their. knowledge of the 
Italia.n language, and connections gained through their relatives, the continued 
presence of these men in Italy constitutes a perpetual hazard to an orderly 
peace. 

The same situation is true vrith the Milico. In February 1945, BABNANB 
and 800 of his follov-rers arrived in MILAN with the idea of establishing an in- 
dependent brown maquis croup to fight alongside the Brigada Nora against the 
Italian Partisan groupSe. Later on, the same group v^a.s to fight the Allies in 
France, with special attention paid to sabotage and the disruption of oil lines 
between MAJRSSILLE and the front. That no more than SOO came to Italy out of the 
5,000 vTho entered Franco was due to the fact that 5,000 of them joined the SS 
Infantry Division Charlemagne and another 1,000 v/ere put in war plants. 
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No mpro th?m ppprc 3 !jcir’'itd]y 15 agr;nts succeeded in reaching Fr-nca. xhey 
were transnorted under cover of darkness in small spsedhoats from SAN to 

th-ir destination, SAN PAPHAEL. According to SOliniE, the other agents are still 
in hiding in Italy. Because BSGivNS, FILIOL and G013IST, a good friend of HABNfP.D 
and a regional chief of the Hilice, wore former raemhers of ji-ugene XiEIXlNCIE. ’ s 
Cagoulards (former nro-Fascist French party) and as such were in contact with 
the Italian Intelligence Service in 193^ 1937> specif i.cally with BiPiANCO and 

rETIN-VTII, SOi''it£H assumes that these contacts ar> now heirig renevad.

Joseph GAFETI'A, leader of thv. Jaunesse Europe^nne, a aollahorationist youtl 
movement, is known to he in Italy, as well as about I 5 of his staff, all of whom 
were trained by two Amt VI agents (names unknown to SOWiER). GiPSTTS's main 
mission in France was to reorganize' the youth group and fight the A-llies in the 
area around the Pyrenees. 

?ALi''iIERI, a former agent of the F.aRIS Ahwehr office, came to Italy about 
the first vroek in March 19^5> accompanied by five men, including a certain COTY, 
a restaurateur in PARIS, ihis small group is of Corsican descent, speaks fluent 
Italian.and. arrived in HIIA.N with false Swiss papers, 'Iheir last address was 1 ■ 

MILAN, . . 

SOMMER estimates the number of trained French agents now hiding in Italy 
to be about 100, with approximately another 1,400 active political collaboration- 
ists scattered throughout Northern Italy. Knowing the mentality of these ueoule, 
SOil'iER is convinced that their work did not end with the cessation of hostilities 
and that some clandestine activity m.ust be going on. 

5 . CONCLUSIONS 

SOriMER came to this Cc;nter under the name Herbert SENNER end the interrog- 
ation proceeded according to the knowledge brief, with SOiaCR seemingly Co-operP 
ating lOOf®. It was not possible at tnis Center 'to check the veracity of his 
information. Even now, although in possession of the French data on SOiil-iSR, which 
hardly differs at all from our version on the goner'll intelligence aspect, al4r‘ 
though it shows discrepancies in SOMMER' s real name , Mbirthiloce^ and other'-pre- 
CIS data, it should be borne in mind that he still may be witholding information, 
from us. 



■%en confronted -"ith the new evidence^ SOI'EGR readily admitted that the name 
SENNER, as veil as all the other details of his pre-CIS career, were given to him 
by A-mt VI at the time' ha joined them. He was told to forget' his real name 
completely and to be known only under the name SENNER. 

^■"'fhen SOifl'iER joined the Deuxieme Bureau, he revealed his family name, but 
at CIS 76 , allegedly because of harsh .treatment, he decided to withold the truth. 
At this Center, in spite of self-admitted satisfaction with the trea.tment, he 
still concealed the true facts, SOMMER cla,im.ed that he feared coim^lications, 

solit.ary confinement, and a-pioionged stay in this Center, if he revpaled his real 
name. 

SOM'L.R as a, personality is not to be considered reliable, but his informa- ■ 
tion as given in this report is seemingly genuine. He is shrewd, calculating and 
opportunistic. He is ready to work for his former enemies and a.t the same time r - 
professes to be a nationalist. At all times he is ready to hunt with the hounds 
and run with the hare.

SOlRSR's version of this story prohahly does not differ greatly froi? the 
facts a.lready knovn, hut considering that Er FISCH-s-.-. hiToself related the entire 
story to SOf'^viR, it nay perhaps add information, however small, to the history 
of this kidnapping. 

•Jhen SOM'iER ce.rne to PARIS in July I9U0, one of the four agents under him 
in Am.t FI was Dr FISCPER, a. nan about 50 years old, whose appointn.^nt to the 
Paris office of Amt VI was not so much a recognition of his talent; as a reward 
to FISCHiH for his conscientioi^sness . 

IlSCELsi WO.S the editor of f\ Catholic paper in Germany until 1233 
realizing the anti-Catnolic tond:nci-s of the he left Germany ^nd settled 

in Fr^^nce. In the ne-t few years his emigre life took him to many countries 
hafore he finally reached Holland in -i-t this time homesickness overtook 

him ^nd he decided to return to Germany. Sot knowing vjhat kind of reception he 
might encounter there after his voluntary exile of many years, FISCHIR thought 
it necessary to cio some service for his, country, thereby assuring his re-entry 
into Germany. 

Ke concocted a fantastic story about an underground movement in Germany 
and presented it to S’lUVENS and the leaders of the British Intelligence 

Service for '"estern jiurope, in THE HAGUE, Holland- FISCHER proved to them that 
he wf s an anti-i^azi by having been away from Germany since 1933 after gaining; 
their confidence proceeded to draw a picture of a vride movement embracing people 
from, all walks of life. STE’’/E]K and BEST, sensing something big, apparently 
sv^allowed the story and grv:; operational directions to FISCr.ER, who Simply wrote 
a letter to the KD office in BERIJI^ explaining the whole matter and asking their • 
help in making’ the hoax look like the real thiu^:. A certain 0H?lSTZr^?EE was 
sent to Holland by tho ED with a list of alleged o'rsonalities engaged in the, 
under.^'round movement (most of them were fictitous, but some real names of higher 
'■'"ehrmacht and Party pco-:le v* ro included, in order not to arouse susmicion in 

Pnd. BIST). FISCHER introduced CHRISTEESEP as one of the li^^.a.ders of the 
movement and in the ensuing conversation it v/as decided to establish direct radio 
contact ^be tween BEHIIIT and TEE HAGUE for cuick communication. A radio station 
nut in operation by the ITO and a disguised officer wes sent to BERLIN in 
charge of the station. He ^.ras arrested and forced to transmit material handed 
to him by the GIS. In the Dcantime, German intelligence agents made frecuent ' 
trips to Holland and consulted with STEVENS and BEST. The agents always present- 
ed themselves as ^rehrmacht officers of the underground.. movement, while trying to 
obtain information from the British which they could use to their advantage. 

and Bi^ST still susp^-cted nothing:. The GIS played a cagey game and soon 
suggested that they might meet some high leaders of the 'Movement at the border 
town of VEx^LO, bece,use the continuous flow of people between Germany end Holland 
might become suer.icious and could easily jeopardise the :uccess of the movement. 
Unsuspecting, Su-xx-VENo and Bi^ST traveled to VEiNlLO, where ^n a designated house, 
they were iarrested by German tro.-^ps and taken to German, . 

The Netherlands General Staff knew about the contf t STEVENS and BEST had 
with the bogus German undar^:round movement and, while no opposing it, they 
viewed the negotiations with scepticism, Uhen this meet ng took place at VEIILO, 
the x^etnerlands General Staff, suspected foul play, dispatched sorr?e troops to the 
border, but events moved too rapidly for them to go into action and pre^re^nt the 
arrest a.nd removal of the tv'o .men. 

oOil'LiiR claims that STi^ii-NS and BEST subseouently gave the GIS a thorough 'and 
precise picture of the entire British Intelligence set-up.

At the heginning of January 19^4, Amt VI ordered a vdreless invasion-net 
to be established in France in order to be posted on the moves. of the Allies. 
Commissioned for the .jobs were Stubaf LAlvG, O/Stuf KOENIG and O/Stuf ¥emer 
NSISSSR, all of Amt VI, BERLIN. SOi'd-IER at I-ARSEILLB v^as ordered to give all the 
assistance he could in this undertalcing. French collaborators with technical 
knovrledge were recruited and given a course in wireless operations at feison 
Laffitte, PARIS, but this school later moved to Holland. According to SOi^ISR, 
stations were actually installed in TOULON, ■ AHSEIILE, MONTPELLIER, TOULOUSE, 
BORDEAUX and PARIS, Because of the relative danger those station-operators 
constantly faced, they were sv.uplied with large sums of money end gold. There 
were some stations installed in other localities too, but SOMMER is tmable to 
identify them, with the exception of tv;o stations on the French-Spanish border, 
at SAN SEBASTIAN and FIGUEFAS. After the occupation of Franc© by the Allies, 
only the MONTPELLIER and PARIS stations still operated, as vrell as the two 
Spanish stations, vrhich were maintained by former raembors of the Soanish Blue 
Division.
